The storm originated in the Rocky mountains, traversed the lower Missouri ) 
valley and struck the northern line of Arkansas with all the fury and intensity 2 
of a cyelone. a ;

Here the sleet fell rapidly and in largo chunks and formed practically a bank ~ 
of ice as it dropped. The total precipitation is estimated at from four to six }

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
Mrs. Leslie M. Shaw were the guests of 
10n0r at a dinner given at the White 
House ‘this evening by President and Mrs: 
Roosevelt. Some elegant costumes were 
worn, but none more so than that worn 
by the new secretary's wife. It was of 
black fanchetta cloth in panel effect over 
a whité embroidered -siik, the panels lined 
with rupe fioss. The overskirt was trim- 
med with twe bands of handsome chan- 
tilly lace heavily embroidered in sequins 
and incrustations of white panne veivet 
with French kuots of black. ‘The entire 
bodice was of white paneied fanchette 
cloth trimmed with ‘chantilly lace with 4 
jeweled yoke. 

The wardrobe which ‘Mrs. Shaw has 
brought to Washington is said to be very 
elaborate. 

The most artistic or the most elaborate 
bodice designed is composed of point gauze 
and lavender panne velvet covered with 
French knots and jeweled with emeralds 
and crystals of an additional garniture of 
handsome ornaments. 

The principal carriage gown is of black 
imoire, lined throughout with white sat.n. 
|The flare collar and panels are of elegant 
‘Arabian lace, :ined with rose panne veivet, 
,with garnitures of biack and handsome 
gulimpe ornaments. 

A gown of brilliant crepe, 
is very striking. The trimmings of em- 
broidered chifion and lace are beautifully 
reheved by the band of pink panne veivet 

roses on net. The front of the skirt 18 
in three-paneied effect and embroimered 
together by velvet ribbon and the finely- 
tucked flounce is trimmed ikewise with vel- 
vet ribbons.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1. —At 10:30 o'clock 
today in the presence of the chief officials 
of the treasury cepartment, Senator Dolli- 
ver and nearly ali of lowa's delegation in 
the lower house of Congress and other 
firends, former Gov. Lesiie M. Shaw of 
Iowa took the prescribed oath of office as 
secretary of the treasury, to succeeeg Ly- 
man J. Gage. The oath was agmims.ered 
by Mr. Justice Shiras of the United States 
mupreme Court in the largesi of the secre- 
tary’s office rooms in the treasury buliding. 
AS so00n as the ceremony was conciuded 
becrelary bhaw was warmly congratulated 
by each persor present upon his accession 
to his high office. The retiring secretary 
Was among tne first to grasp his hand, and 
as he did so said: , 

“Mr. Secretary, I congratulate you and 
wish for your administration the highest 
degree of success.”’ 

Secretary »haw responded: “I thank you, 
sir, most sincerely, and if my success shall 
be anything hke that of my predecessor 1 
shall be fully satisfied.” 

The new and the retiring secretaries then 
received all.of the offic.ais and clerks in 
the treasury building to the number of over 
2000. Secpreiary Gage has the love and re- 
spect of the olficiais and clerks of the de- 
partment (oO a remarkable degree, as was 
shown ‘n their lkeave-taking. Many eyes 
were wet, and voices trembied as the chief 
they. had Known and loved so well was 
grasped by the hand probably for the last 
time. Secretary Gage remained in confer- 
erice with his successor an hour or more, 
and then left the department. He will go tuo 
New York tomorrow or MonaGay, to remain 
a few days, and in the course of two or 
three weeks will go to Fiorida for a rest 
of two or three months. From that time 
his movements have not been definitely de- 
cided upon, but it is altogether probable 
that he will return to Chicago and accept 
the presidency of a large trust company in 
that city.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 1.—The city ts 
just recovering from the effects of the sleet 
and snow storm that raged here Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 

Traffic in the city is gradually being re- 
sumed, and the railroads, with wires again 
working, are trying today to make their 
schedules. 

It is estimated that the damage In Little 
Rock will reach $250,000.. Private business 
concerns alone have been damaged $155,000, 
and it is believed the destruction wrought 
to city and residence property will add an- 
other $100,000. 


Flat Walled-in 
Roofs Caused Damage. 
The flat-roofed* buildings so general 
through Arkansas, especially in Little 
Rock, are surrounded by walls which arise 
three or four: feet above the roofs and pro- 
tect them from a sudden sweep of a cy~ 


clone or tornado. 

In fact, since the tornado of ‘34 many 
such structures have been erected. The 
damage of leakage is greatest at the in- 
tersection of the room and the fire wall. | 
Some architects now contend for s anting 
roofs, while others say that under the con- 
ditions neither a s.ate nor composition root, 
slanting of _ an wo ._- have been 
weatherproof. 

The aes storm which was preceded by 2 
heavy rain lasting about: 12 hours, struc 
Little Rock at noon Tuesday and continued 
almost without interruption till Wednesday 
morning. It was accompanied by stilt 
winds, which slowly increased to a velocity 
of 25 miles an hour. In a few hours — 
city was wrapped ina canopy of white an 
the sunny clime was chiled- by arctic 
blasts. Now and then at. short eres 
sleet turned to rain and slippery sidewa 8 
and muddy streets caused every y to re- 
main indoors. 

At 6 o'clock Tuesday a | the situation 
had reached an unusual, if not critical, 
phase. Houses, vehicles and trees %. ze 
covered with frost and sleet and snow. e 
great elms along Main street, the leading 
business thorowghfare, bent under the 
weight of their Surden, and icicles glistened 
like jewels under the rays of arc lights. 
Traffic was gradually suspended. The after- 
noon trains were late from one to three 
hours. 

At 10 p. m. the storm king was master of 
the situation. Through the roofs of 200 
buildings that bore the strain of frozen rain 
and sleet the water oozed and soaked 
through the ceilings from floor to floor. The 
business district was the central point of de- 
struction. The oozing soon developed ito 
a steady flood, and from six to ten inches 
of water transformed dry goods and mer- 
chandise stores into regular natatoriums. 
The final outlet was the cellars, Thes> in 
numerous cases were covered with several 
feet of water. 


All Wires Went

was shut off from all communication with 
the outside world. Five thousand telegrams 
were awaiting transmission, A dozen street 
cars in as many parts of the city suddenly 
stopped.

and millions of dollars worth of goods 
have been destroyed. From every village, 
town and city comes report of business 
houses collapsing, stocks of goods flooded, 
Streets blockaded with debris, travel sus- 
pended and communication by rail and wire 
cut off. 

This condition is due to the peculiar char- 
acter of the weather. A continuous sleet | 
has fallen. Sometimes hail has come down 
and sometimes snow. At times rain has 
fallen, but it has met a freezing atmos- 
phere and frozen as fast as it reached the 
ground. For a week the temperature. has 
ranged from 28 to. 34 degrees, never going 
outside for those figures night or day, the 
result being that all the precipitation that 
has come during this period has turned lo 
ice, forming a coating of from 6 to 12 inches 
all over the land. This same thickness of 
ice has formed on the roofs of all the 
buildings, and in places where the roofs 
have been constructed of fragile material 
they have succumbed to the enormous 
weight placed upon them. Similar cause 
has wrought ‘havoc with the telegraph and 
telephone poles and with the trees in the 
forests and with shade trees. In some of 
the towns the streets are blocked with the 
wrecks of the poles and shade _ trees. 
Throughout thé South the. telegraph and 
telephone services are in a dGemoratized con- 
dition. Here in Memphis, in New Orleans, 
Nashville and Little Rock the business ex- 
changes and the brokers are receiving the 
market quotations intermittently, and out- 
side trading has been at a standstill to a 
great extent. , ; 

In Tennessee reports of loss come from 
Trenton, Jackson, Paris, McKenzie, Hum- 
boldt, Dresden, Huntingdon and Union City. 
In some of those towns the merchants have 
got their stocks of goods piled on the side- 
walks, preferring tO take chances on the 
rain and sleet that is falling rather than 
leave them for the floods in the store: 
houses. The streets are impassable because 
of the broken tlegraph and telephone poles, 
tangled wires, ruins of houses, fallen shade 
trees and other obstructions. 


SEED 1000 YEARS OLD. 


Croy Raised From Corn Found in Pre- 
historic Ruins. 

PHENIX, .Ariz., Feb. 2.—OQne of the 

strangest cereal: crops that has ever been 


harvested has just béen gathered from the 
ranch of John Farley, on the outskirts of 
Phenix, from seed which is perhaps a 
thousand years old. Mr. Farley has just 
harvested a crop of corn which is larger 
than ever known iin this valiey, and from 
two acres he has sold nearly 300 bushels, 
which has brought him $65. 

Six months ago, during the progress of 
excavations in the ruins of an ancient city, 
about four miles east of ‘Phenix, a large 
earthen jar filled with shelled corn was 
uncevered about 25 feet below the surface 
of the ground. The grain was in a perfect 
state of preservation, of small size, about 


the shape of popcorn, and in color a dark 
yellow. Mr. Farley secured nearly ali of 
the seed and planted it. He, like other 
ranchers, had found that modern varieties 
of corn could not be profitably grown in 
Arizona. 

The corn from the ancient seed is not of 
a sweet variety, suitable for table use, but 
while of a rather tough fiber, and- not 
possessed of the meal qualities of the corn 
of the central eastern states, it makes up 
in its bearing qualities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—President Roose- 
velt today began putting the screws on the 
Republican members of the House who re- 
pudiated his Cuban reciprocity recommen- 
dations. 

He invited Speaker Henderson and Repre- 
sentative Dalzell of Pennsylvania, who

The new building should be constructed 
with the sole idea of portoffice needs. It 
should be large and commodious. It should 
have all the advantages of davlight during 
the day: it «hould be adiacent to Union 
Station so that every advantage can be 
aken of the arrivals and departures of 
mail trains: it should have the latest ad- ]! 
vantages of improved shinning and receiv- ], 
ing facilities. In fine, it shou!ld be a build 
ing like the model warehouse: which are te 
be found in the’ cen‘ral district of St 
Tyouis, with every railroad and teaming ad- |, 
vantage. 

A buildine near Union Station is more 
nea*iv in the heart of the city than the 
present postoffice and. since the great bulk 
of our business is with the railroads, -we 
ehould be next door neighbors.

Bartiett announced ready, and in- 
sisted on his attorneys making the statu- 
tory admission on the state's application 
and going to trial, but they would.not per- 


mit it. 
Baftlett is the real estate and loan agent 


of Memphis, who was found gullty of man- 
slaughter at the trial at Monticello for 
shooting William D. HMdwards at Memphis, 
Mo., March 8, 1901. This case is now in pro- 
cess of appeal, and thé authoritics are yet 
— after the energetic loan agents on tthe 
orgery charges. 
nas the shooting of Edwards, Bartlett 
removed to Kahoka, Clark County, from 
which point he conducts his Memphis busi- 
ness. He spends most of His leisure time in 
preparing circulars, pamphelts and rhymes 
against his prosecutors, and this has nat- 
urally added to the sentiment against him 
in his home county of Scotland. In spite 
of the feeling éxisting against him there, 
Bartlett insists on meeting the deed forg- 
ery case at Memphis, and has instructed 
his lawyers not to apply for a change of 
venue. 
‘Judge C. P Hess of Macon has been one 
of the attcrneys for Bartlett during all his 
‘troublesome litigation of the past two 
years. When he 
this week, he said: | 
“Bartlett is one of the queerest clients I 
ever had anything to do with. He is abso- 
lutely fearless, and wants to jump into a 
trial, no matter what the situation is. We 


were ready at Hannibal, but they put things |

IN HIS. OFFICE 


AGED DOCTOR EXPECTS TO BE 
BURIED IN SITTING POSTURE. 


BELIEVER IN ROOTS AND HERBS 


IU-mself Cured by Prayer, Dr. Bowers 
Frequently Aids His Patients by 
Inspiring Them With Faith. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CADIZ, O., Feb. 1—Dr. A. L. W. Bow- 
ers, sage, prophet and alleged faith healer, 
is very ill at his home at Winfield, in the 
Tuscarawas hills, 30 miles northwest of this 
city. Burdened by the weight of four- 
ecore and three years, it is believed it will 
not be long until the doctor will be laid to 
rest in the uncanny coffin which for more 
than a dozen years has reposed in his of- 
fice for the last emergency. 

Dr. Bowers was born in 1817 at Bowers- 
ton, O., which town acquired its name from 


that of his family. In his boyhood he was 
afflicted with rheumatism and became a 
hopeless cripple. After he had lain in bed 
for three years an itinerant Dunkard 
preacher happened along and asked permis- 
sion to restore the inva.id to health. Kneel- 
ing by the bed the Dunkard prayed that 
the affliction leave him. Bowers thereupon 
arose from his bd. Since then and until 
recently he has enjoyed marvelous health. 

When he became older Bowers applied 
himself to the study of medicine, and has 
practiced for 58 years. He is a firm believer 
in the efficacy of roots and herbs, and uses 
these plain remedies in preference to mod- 
ern drugs. Dr. Bowers does not at all dis- 
courage the use of drugs, but believes in 
poorest as well as the remedies he uses. 
3y his integrity and right living, and the 
great good he has accomplished, he has 
built up an extensive practice, He has 
made a specialty of tumors, cancers and 
epilepsy, and has wrought some wonderfu! 


cures, as many in this county and adjoin- 
ing counties will testify. 

r. Bowers claims that in all his lige he 
never used a profane word, and neither 
chewed nor smoked tobacco. For about 
12 years the doctor has kept in his olfice. 
at Winfield a large hard-oak coffin, painted 
white and covered by a sheet to protect it 
from dust. Dr. Bowers delights to remov 
the covering and show to visitors this grew- 
some and massive sepulchre in which he 
will take his long rest. The casket is so 
constructed as to receive the body in a 
sitting posture. 

Mrs. Bowers, somewhat younger than her 
husband, is yet living, as are five children, 
who have grown up and gone from home. 
Dr. Bowers says he has frequently entreat- 
ed his wife to make his winding shroud, 
which is to be of white linen, but her de- 
votion and dread of being Weft behind in- 
duces her to put off the task from day to 
day. Dr. Bowers, until recent weeks, was 
a tireless walker. Three years ago ihe 
thought nothing of walking from his home 
to Canton, Massillon, Wooster or Alliance, 
and frequently covered afoot a circuit of 
200 or 300 miles in visiting his relatives. 


CAPT.SCHRODES SHOT HIMSELF 


Well Known Steamboat Man Wounded 
on His Boat While Lying Across 
From Paducah. 


News was received in St. Louis by wire 
Saturday afternoon that Capt. Samuel J. 
Schrodes, in command of the steamboat 
J. N. Richtman of this port, shot himself 
at 7 o'clock Saturday morning near Padu- 
cah, Ky., inflicting a serious wond. The 
shooting is supposed to have been an acci- 
dent. 

The message stated that Capt. Schrodes 
was on board his boat, which was lying 
across the river from Paducah, when the 
shot was fired, and that he was taken to a 
hospital and is doing well.

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CONGRESSMAN 
IED IN ASYLUN 


—— 


CHARLES F. SPRAGUE’S ESTATE IS 
VALUED AT $15,000,000. 


ONCE SHOCKED THE SENATE 


He Appearei There in a Bicycle Suit, 
And later Planned a Dinner 
That Was a Failure. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I. Feb. 1.—Ex-Con- 
gressman Charles IF’. Sprague of Massa- 
chugetts died at a sanitarium here Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. Sprague shocked the Senate several 
years ago by appearing in the Senate 
chamber dressed in a bicycle suit. A num- 
ber of other peculiar actionssof Mr. 
Sprague caused his friends to suspect that 
his mind was affected. Two days after 
his term in Congress expired in March, 
1901, he was taken to the asylum for the 
insane at Waverly, Mass. 

Mr. Sprague was 44 years old. He was 
elected to Congress in 1897 and was elected 
again two years later. The family of 


Sprague is one of history in New Engiand. 
The grandfather of Charles F. Spiague 
was a Senator from Maine from 1829 to 
1835. His father served his state, Massa- 
chusetts, for 27 years as a high pubiic 
official, and was also president of the Ply- 
mouth Abolition society. Mr. Sprague was 
graduated from Harvard in the class of 
1879. George von Meyer, who is now United 
States minister to Italy, was one of his 
classmates. 

Mr. Sprague was the richest member of 
the last national House of Representatives. 
A conservative estimate placed his fortune 
at $15,000,000 and it required a special train 
of nine cars to move his household posses- 
sions from Boston to Washington. 

Last February Mr. Sprague conceived the 
idea of giving a dinner to h’‘s associates of 
the committee on the District of Columbia 
and the district commissioners. Invitations 
were sent out and Mr. White, the negro 
member from North Carokna, was one of 
the first to accept. A Virginia member, 
whose education and instincts would never 
permit him to sit at the same table with 
a negro, likewise accepted, and similar ac- 
ceptances came from two other members, 
when it was remembered that Mr. White 
was a member of the committee. Had he 
been invited? Mr. Sprague admitted that he 
had sent invitations to each member of the 
committee, and it then occurred to him for 
the first time that he had made a royal 
mess of it. One of the members of the com- 
mittee, in an effort to straighten out the 
tangle, asked Representative White if he 
proposed to attend. Of course Mr. White 
did, and announced that he had sent his 
acceptance. 

Then it happened that members of the 
committee unexpectedly discovered that 
they had other engagements. Some were 
oing out of town. others pleaded previous 


for a short time. Mr. White's invitation 
was recalled, of course, along with the rest. 
The Fifty-sixth Congress lost another 
meinber who became insane and died in an 
asylum. Congressman Charles Boutelle of 
Maine suffered with brain trouble for more 
than a year, and withdrew from Congress 
to be placed upon the retired list of the 
navy as a captain. He died in the McLean 
Hospital for the Insane at Waverly, Mass., 
the same place where Mr. Sprague died,

NASHVILE, Tenn., Feb. 1.—The incle- 
ment weather necessitated an abandon- 
merit of the parade today in honor of Ad- 
miral Schley, but the admiral and Mrs. 
Schley were escorted to the capitol by a 
detachment of Confederate Veterans, state 
military and Knights Templar. The streets 


ulong the route were crowded with people, 
and the greeting accorded Admiral Schley 
was very warm. It is estimatd that 10,000 
gathered at the south entrance to the 
House of Representatives, where the formal 
welcome to the city was extended. The 
crush on Capitol hill was the greatest 
known. 

The exercises at the statehouse were be- 
gun shortly before noon, Gov. McMillan 
welcoming the admiral to the state.

THE PRINCESS 


Famous Accident on the Mis- 
sissippi Recalled, 


TOLD BY ONE WHO WAS THERE 


GEORGE H. DEVAL WAS RUNNING 
A GAME ON THE BOAT. 


The Barber Shop, With the Gamblers, 
Was Lifted High in Air While All 
the Rest cf the Boat Was 
Torn to Pieces. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 1.—The  biogra- 
phies of Capt. William Campbell, the las: 
of the old New Orleans-Vicksburg packet 
liners, who died at his residence on St. 
Charles avenue recently, said the mos' 
thril ‘ng incident in his eventful life wa: his 
miraculous escape from the steamer Prin- 
cess, which blew up in midstream, and 
from which he escaped without a scratch. 
-Capt. George H. Devol was on the Prin- 
cess with Capt. Campbell. He remembcrs 
it all. 

“, yes, I was there,’’ and the famous 
river ganbler’s face lighted up as he tap):e1 
the marble floor with his cane. “I was 
there. I was running a big*game of rou- 
lette in the barber shop when the Prin- 
cess blew up,” and there was a minute's 
silence, while the feeble tapping of the 
floor continued. 

“It was between 6 and 7 o’clock in the 
morning. We were about three miles be- 


low Baton Rouge. The boys had un to 
lay down their money with both hands. 


There were 39 people crowded into the ier- 
ber shop, and it was a heavily played 
game. I probably had $3000 to $5000 stacckad 
up in silver and gold coins. Everything 
was excitement and every cheek flushed, 
for we had been up all night, ak you may 
understand, when, without a /moment’s 
warning, everything was blank. I heard 
a terrible crash and breaking of timbers. 
There was a rush of steam and; smoke 
through the windows and door of the shop, 
and I jumped up to pull down the windows 
and the shades to keep it out. The stea’ner 
seemed to have been blown into atoms 
and our little shop was left there suspendad 
in midair; No one knew what had hap- 
pened. 

“You will understand the barber shop was 


on the starboard side, and just across the 
cabin was the pantry and a long row of 
Staterooms. These were all full of sleep- 
Fourteen Baptist preach- 
otten on the boat at Baton Rouge, 
coming down to a’‘conference in New Or- 
leans. Every ong of those 14 min'sters were 
blown into eterfiity by the ex on Yau Very 
ound. 

“Capt: iliam Campbell was the stew- 
ard on the Princess. e and I were cabin 
boys together 60 years ago on the old Ohio 
river, packet, the Diligence, which was 
butlt and sent out from heeling. We 
traveled the rivers together. he steadily ris. 
ing in the river trade, until Ke finally com- 
manded some of the best boats on the 
mighty stream. 

“On this morning of disaster, Steward 
Campbell was way forward. on the star- 
board deck, on the same side as the barber 
shop, and that is what saved him. He was 
untouched. The master of the Princess, 
Capt. Wilson, went down with his beat. 

“Well, there our barber shop stood—39 
gamblers inside of !t—poised in the air on 
stilts. the underpinning already afire and 
liable to drop into the river any moment. 
It was the most precarious and at the same 
time most curious spectacle I have ever 
known—the way we had been left there, the 
barber shop cut off clear and saved from 
the wreck and ruin. , 

“IT looked out and I saw two, boats in 
sight, the Peerless and the McCrey, the 
former being nearer us by some distance. 
I shouted to the captain to come up and 
take the boys of he captain saw that 
our stilts were fire, and he was afraid 
to get very close, but he .pushed up near 
enough so the rousters threw out a long 
— from their upper-deck into our door.

“They took us ashore and the McCrey 
came up and began to pick up the bod'es 
that came to the surface.

I gave the knife to my 
good riend, Chap Hyams, and the nutcrack- 
ers I presented to Col. John A. Cockrill, 
the well-known newspaper man.”

OUR MOST WONDERFUL RUINS. 


Whole Towns of Them Have Recently 
Been Brought to Light by Ex- 
plorations in Colorado. 


DENVER, Feb. 1.—For years past natur- 
alists and historians have been complain- 
ing that unless some aggressive effort was 
made to preserve the wonderful relics 
called the cliff dwellings they would be in- 
evitably destroyed by vandals and curios- 
ity-seekers. The states in which these 
ruins are located are at last alive to their 
priceless heritage and the Colorado Cliff 
Dwelling Association has been formed for 
the purpose of conserving for future gener- 
ations gifts that can never be reproduced 
if destroyed. 

These regions were a few years ago un- 
known, but are now intersected by railroads 
and as civilization creeps in the condition 
of things is appalling. The wonderful ruins 
are being demolished; fine large jars of pre- 
historic make are used as targets by the 
cowboys, who beguile their Sunday after- 


noons by peppering them with shot, and rel- 
i. snare carry away curics by the cart 
oad. 

The cliff dwellers .ived in the great pla- 
teau of the Southwest and are believed to 
be the earliest inhabitants. Their ruins in 
New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado and Utah 
Suggest the buildings constructed at the 
present day by the agricultural Indians 
tribes and the name cliff dweilings is pe- 
culiafly appropriate to these demolished 
houses which have been called by various 
explorers Cliff Palace, Balcony House, 
Loug House, ete. They are on Mesa Verde,

The stones 
in this building are carefully dressed and 
the walls are perpendicular. Light and aj, 
seem co have been provided by means of 
smail peep holes. he mortar is colored 
to imitate the neighboring rocks... Balcon- 
ies were common and one remarkable 
dwelling has been called Balcony Hous:, 
on account of the number of balconies 
found on it. A remarkable peculiarity :s 
ihe circular room, which appears in every 
cliff dwelling. This i» supposed to be the 
| estuta or meeting plac for religious and po- 
litical assembiages, and in these rooms 
have been discovered cotton cloth, yards 
of yucca fiber, sandals, pottery, and maize 
in an excellent state of presefvation. By 
their aid is pictured the jives of a peop.e 
who inhabited this region long before the 
discovery of America. 

All who have visited this section are 
imipressed with the vast quantities of pot- 
tery not alone in the dwellings, but ecat- 
tered over the land. This pottery shows 
no deterioration, though subjected for cen- 
turies to the inclemencies of the weather, 
and is often decorated with red and 
black markings. The dead were usually 
buried in a sitting position in a room 
walled up at the back of the dwelling. 
Ecientific literature contains only a few 
cursory descriptions of mummies found in 
these dwellings, but in all bodies the cran- 
jum has been subjected to artificial de- 
formation, caused presumably in early in- 
pancy by the application of some flat ob-

Moonshiner Under Arrest, 


MENSELY WEALTHY. 


Prisoner Is Said to Be a “Shiner” in 
the Mountains and a Respected 
Citizen in a Southern 
City.

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Feb. 1.—Bill” 
Sneed, the most notorious ‘‘moonshiner’’ 
ever known to the United States marshals 
of Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky and 
Tennessee for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury, was captured near Dennis, in Mercer 
County, a day or so ago. 
He agreed to go with Deputy Marshal 
Cunningham and deliver up ail his szuills, 
which number twenty or more in tne 
Clinch, Fiat Top, Cumberland and Blue 
Ridge mountains. 
Sneed made his first appearance in the 
Clinch mountains twenty-five ycars ago, 
Sneed is not believed to be his true name. 
After associaung with the natives and 
Sgquatters until he became thoroughiy ac- 
quainted with the moun.ains, he began 10 
erect and conduct whisky distilleries in the 
Caves, ravines und giens in the depths of 
almost impregnabie thickets and [tores.s. 
jie soon aliracted the attention vo: the 
naticnai government officers located in fuur 
States, and though they sougnt him assidu- 
Ously, his capture being tne hauing am- 
bition of every marsha! and deputy, no 
harm happened to him, and he cunt.nued to 
ply his trade successfully and with profit. 
Now and then a piace was fuund where he 
had a still, but he was gone, and so were 
his kettles and other appliances for making 
“moonshine.”’ 
The ‘‘shiner’’ was surrounded several 
times by cordons of marshals, but he al- 
ways slipped through their fingers. A one 
time he is said to have had at least fifty 
stills in operation, and he knew how to dis- 
pose of his product, which has beeg pro- 
nounced by experts as fine as any made in 
Kentucky.

Sneed disappeared at intervals for several 
weeks, and it is declared that he has a 
family somewhere and under another name 
he owns blocks of houses in a southern 
city, all bought with the proceeds of his 
quiet work in the mountains. 

From the fact that Sneed was easily 
taken and that he was willing to surrender 
all of his stills, it appears that he allowed 
himself to be captured and jis surrendering 
his stills in order.to mollify the authori- 
ties and secure permission to go his own 
way, with all of his money, and sin no 
more.

SAID CHEROKEES BURIED IT 


SHE CAUSED HALF A COUNTY TO 
LOSE ITS HEAD. 


Had Scores Working for Her, Got 
Plenty of Money and Spent It, 
Had Lots of “Signs,” but 
Got Nothing. 


YELLVILLE, Ark., Feb. 1.—Residents of 
the southern portion of Marion County are 
deeply interested in the prospect of a sec- 
ond appearance of Mrs. Jason Morrison, 
formerly Annie McDaniel, a woman who 
caused half a county to lose its head with 
her stories of buried treasure and her @bil- 
ity to induce reputable and ordinarily cau- 
tious men to separate themselves from their 
hard-earned dollars. During the past few 
days Dan Dodson has received a letter in 
which the woman states that having heard 
that the water in the Buffalo river is at 
the lowest point Known for many years, she 
is preparing to return to renew the search 


for the vast treasure, which she claims was 
hidden by the Indians during their en- 
forved journey to the Indian Territory. She 
has announced no definite date for her re- 
turn, but she is expected soon. 

The woman's first appearance in Marion 
County was in February, three years ago. 
She was dark skinned, with high cheek 
bones and straight black hair, ajMearing 
to be of Indian parentage. She speht a 
fortnight in wandering about the country 
in a mysterious search before giving out 
any clew to her strange conduct. Then to 


ant of Tecumseh, the famous Indian chief, 
and that she was in search of a lost silver 
mine and a vast amount of treasure that 
was hidden by the Indians removed from 
the southern states.. The locality in which 
she was operating was not far from the 
road over which the Indians had been trans. 
ported, and the rumors of buried treasure 
are a part of the legendary history of the 
southern end of the Okarks. The location 
of the treasure was iygdicated by certain 
marked trees and rocks and these were 
known only to herself, being handed down 
on a chart. 


Hired Guards 
for the Treasure. - 

After the story had time to filter through 
the neighborhood, the woman, who gave 
her name as Annie McDaniel, announced 
that she had located the region in which 


the treasure was hidden. She wanted men 
to guard the treasure and would hire men 
at $2 a day for that purpose. When she 
promised $2 a day fomarmed men the whole 
neighborhood proffered their services in 
the search. N. Pennington, a well known 
resident of the county, was chosen her 
chief guard, Under him was 10 men armed 
with revolvers and rifles. William Fletcher. 
Mr. Pennington’'s son-in-law, was hired to 
do the cooking for the.party. Dan Dod- 
son was chosen to act as foreman over the 
laborers who were to uncover the treas- 
ure. A dozen other men were hired as as- 
sistants. 
banks of the Buffalo and here the woman 
dwelt with her retainers. 

When she first started to locate the treas- 
ure she had a few dollars. These she ex- 
pended for provisions and for a share in 
the proceeds other men advanced her mon- 
ev without security. The laborers became 
imbued with the woman’s enthusiasm and 
none asked for their pay. It was on March 
2 that the party went into camp. Within 
two weeks the ay A located a promonto- 
ry on the course of what one writer has 
termed the most crooked river in the 
United States. Upon the promontory stooa 
a tall pine tree of great age. irectly 
across the river a ledge of rocks was found 
in the river, at this point the river flowed 
three or four feet deep. Examination of 
the tree showed an arrow mark pointing 
toward the river, in the exact line of the 
ledge of rocks. Across the river lay a 
huge block of stone, scoured by the rapid 
current upon which were two arrows 
crossed. One of these was in an exact line 
with an imaginary line drawn from the tip 
of the arrow on the pine tree. The woman 
then announced that upon a third tier of 
rock was another arrow. from which an- 
other line extended, would locate the treas- 
ure at the point of intersection. 


Located in 
the Bed of River. 

Three days’ search located the arrow and 
when the lines were runh out it was dis-

Just at this period came 
the spring freshet and the enforced wait 
depleted the party’s food. When she intl- 
mated that her exchequer had also been 
depleted and that the search must be 
abandoned for the lack of funds, they were 
forthcoming. 

The story of the mysterious search on 
the Buffalo had become known at the north 
end of the state, having been taken up by 
local newspapers and prominent citizens 
were willing to help. All through the spring 
the search was continued, men wading in, 
the cold waters of the m@guntain stream 
over waist deep, while searching for a cap 
rock which the woman claimed had been 
cemented into the top of an excavation, ‘iNe 
spring passed quickly, warm weather came 
and the water of the river lowered. All 
this time the woman had fore her ap- 
parent sincerity by providing all of the 
provisions needed by the two score of men 
at work.

In bright 
moonlight the woman led the march into 
the river, followed by laborers armed 
with picks and shovels and all surrounded 
by a cordon of armed men. Somehow the 
caprock could not again be located by the 
woman and after standing about in the 
water waist deep until after midnight, the 
search was abandoned. The next day the 
woman announced her intention to bulid 
a dam, which would divert the waters 
of the river and permit the object of their 
search to be accomplished. 

This time funds came in with a rush, 
most of the larger contributions to the 
woman's treasury from many well known 
residents of the southern portion of the 
county, excitement was at white heat and 
it Was not safe to announce within hear- 
ing of the woman’s retainers any doubt 
of the truth of the story that she was

Charles P. Johnson 
was eating supper at his residence, 48W 
Washington boulevard, about 7 o’ciock last 
night, General Manager T. M> Jenkins of 
the Suburban Railway: called. He had a 
buggy outside. He took the governor 
downtown. 

After the governor started Mrs. Johnson 
stated'to the Pust-Dispatch that Gov. Junn. 
son he@- gone down to the Southern Hotel 


with Mr. Jenkins to meet Mr. Adolphus 


Busch, who was ready to give bond for 
Mr. Nicholaus. 

At 1:30 Sunday morning Gov. Johnson 
said to the Post-Dispatch that he suposed 
the bench warrants had been served, as 
Mr. Nicholaus had made arrangements fur 
Adolphus Busch to go on his bond. Gov. 
Johnson, however, could not state posi.ive- 
ly that the warrant had been served or that 
bond had been given. 

Adolphus Busch stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch at 1:40 a. m. that he d.d not know 
whether Mr. Nicholaus had given bond. 

At 2:10 a. m. Judge Horatio Wood tuld the 
Post-Dispatch that no bi 1d for Mr. Nicho- 
laus had been presented to the judge for 
acceptance. Judge Wood did not g.t home 
until 12:30. He stated that Gov. Johnson 
called him up at 7:30 and other calls were 
made by individuals at his home during the 
evening. Who made these calls he did not 
know. ‘ , 

Efforts to. see Henry Nicolaus at his resl- 
dence, 2147 South Grand avenue, last night 
were unavailing. To repeated inquiries 
from 8 o'clock until after midnigh: answers 
were invariably returned that Mr. Nicolaus 
was not at home and that his family did 
not know how soon he would return. 

The 15-year-old son of the wealthy brew- 
er was on guard at the front door of the 
Nicolaus residence. He met all inquirers 
pleasantly but declared he was densely ig- 
norant of his father’s whereabouts. 

When he opened the door for a caller 
about 8:30 o’clock last night, he said be- 
fore the visitor had occasion to introduce 
himself: 

“Are you the deputy sheriff? 

On being told that his caller was not 
a deputy sheriff, young Nicolaus lapsed 
into ignorance of his parent's whereabouts. 

About 11 o'clock last night he said his 
father had not yet returned. 


‘I’ve been so busy answering questions’ 


about him this evening,” he said, “that 
I haven't had time to go to bed. But I 
won't answer the doorbell any more after 
this.”’

Hon. Horatio D. Wood, Judge of the Criminal Division of the Circuit Court. 

Sir—We, the grandjury for the December term, 1901, beg leave to submit the 
following report: 

We have been in session 81 days; have summoned 1362 witnesses and have 
found 224 true bills. 

We visited, without previous notice, the Insane Asylum, Female Hospital, 
City Hospital, Poorhous¢, and a committee from our body visited the Workhouse 
and House of Refuge. | 

It was with pleasure that we observed the intelligent and efficient manage 
ment of these institutions. Theyjare, however, all very much overcrowded. 

The Insane Asylum building was erected in 1869, and has normal accommoda- 
tion for 300 patients. There are now 674 unfortunates confined there, and the 
daily average for the past year was 659. 

The asylum is crowded far beyond jits capacity, and it will be necessary to en- 
large the buildings, or to provide additional quarters, as further crowding would 
be inhuman. 

We found the Poorhouse filled with chronic insane, all the main quarters being 
used for this purpose, the paupeérs being housed in a kind of barracks for tempo- 
rary quarters. : | 

The Poorhouse was never intended for the sheltering of the insane, but the 
overcrowded condition of the Insane Asylum forces the sending of others who cane 
not. be accommodated in the asylum, to the Poorhouse. We found the same con 
gested condition of affairs here as elsewhere. : 

The normal capacity of all the buildings is 1200; present number of inmates, 
1634. The buildings are well kept and in a cleanly condition. Some of them are, 
however, very much out of repair. . 

The Female Hospital has room for 200 and there are now 241 patients there. 
This building is in very good condition, thete being a fireproof addition built in 
1897. | 

The City Hospital, now located in temporary quarters, which under excellent 
management is kept in a cleanly condition, has qa capacity for 400 patients; present 
number of occupants, 630, 

We found the Workhouse and House of Refuge well kept and creditably man- 
aged. The Workhouse has a capacity of 800 and there are now 296 prisoners con- 
fined there. The House of Refuge has at present 396 inmates, with a capacity of 
325. . . 

Many of the public, buildings-we visited are in a deplorable condition for lack 
of reasonable improvements. 

Nearly all are overcrowded ‘and require extensive alterations and additions to 
make them adaptable for the purposes for which they are devoted. 

The-city is now in a position, by reason of recent charter amendments, to give 
the necessary relief for the improvement of public structures. 

Before, however, the Municipal Assembly can determine the definite needs of 


the city, and the probable amount of revenue required for the purposes mentioned, q 


a careful investigation should be made by a representative body of the people, to 
be named by the mayor. 

Investigations which we have made into the corrupt method by which 
franchises have been obtained from the city, and which have resulted in a 
number of indictments, have proved to us that this form of corruption is 
very much more general than has been supposed, although the resort to 
such practices with more or less frequency has been known. 

- It has been impossible for us to make a complete examination of this 
class of offenses within the time appointed by law for our services, and the 
work which we have begun must be taken up by the grandjury which will 
immediately succeed ‘us.

She Was Found on the Pantry Floor 
on Night of Novem- 
ber 11. 


Miss Nellie Worley, 24 years old, living 
swith her parents at 3112 North Market 
street, is lying at the Mullanphy Hospitai 
in a precarious condition from a wound in 
the back of her head, inflicted with a blunt 
instrument on November 8, 1901. 

The condition of the wound and the 
circumstances surroundingth e manner in 
which the girl was injured has caused the 
police to make a thorough investigation. 
The girl was found by her moether on the 
night of Nov. 8, in an unconscious condi- 
tion, lying on the floor of the pantry. She 
told her mother that she had been struck 
on the head by some u:iknown person, and 
that all she knew before being struck was 
that she saw a shadow on the wall. 

Three days after the attack had been 
committed the girl was taken to the office 
of Dr. J. C. Folk, 2700 Stoddard street, who 

.treated her for a few days, and told her 
that she was cured. He said the injury 
consisted of a scalp wound only. 

On Dec. 24 the young girl complained of 
@ pain in her head and was taken to the 
Mullanphy Hospital, where Qr. Carson,, 
after an examination of the head, found 
that the old wound had not healed. 

Dr. Carson operated on the wound and 
pronounced the girl’s condition serious. The 

olice say that about the time the girl was 
njured the policemen on the beat learned 
that there had been some trouble at the 
Worley home, and had called there to in- 
véstigate it. They were told by Mrs. Wor- 
ley that there was no trouble, and that she 
did not want to see the police. 

Relatives of the girl say she is demented 
and discredit her story of the attack.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows that at 
the close of business Jan. 31, 1902, the debt, 
less cash in the treasury, amounted to 
$i,005,926,898, which is a decrease for the 
month of $5,701,388, which is accounted for 


by the increase in the amount of cash on 
hand and the retirement of bonds pur- 
chased for the sinking fund. 

The debt is, recapitulated, as follows: 

interest bearing debt, $99,094,330. 

Debt on which interest has ceased since 
matumty, $1,328,830. ' 

Debt‘ bearing no interest, $390,300,364. 

Total, $1,330,723,644. 

This amount, however, does not include 
$816,344,089 In certificates and treasury notes 
outstanding which are offset by an equal 
amount Of cash on hand, held for their re- 
demption.

The report of the grandjury ye the public instituticns of St 
Touis will be found¢n another column. It ré peats the familiar and 
discouraging story of insufficient accommoda'‘ions and inhuman 
vonditions at each of these institutions. Every building is terribly 
overcrowded, and in every case there is an Imperative nec:ss.ty 
for extensive repairs and improvements in order to. put them in a 
condition worthy of a modern city. The work of*the present city 
administration will be in large measure a fai'ure if it does not 
change these conditions and remové this stigma upon the good 
name of St. Louis. 
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THE GRANCDJURY'S WCRK. 

In addition to the indictments found for complicity in the Su- 
burban boodle deal, and for perjury, the grandjury’s report in- 
cludes a recommendation of a law to prevent the corrupt sale of 
franchises in future. 

Referring conservatively to the evidence brought out in the 
investigation just concluded, the grandjury tells the peope of St 
Louis that this form of corruption is very much more general 
than has been supposed. It leaves the completing of the investi- 
gation to the succeeding grandjury. 

Expressing the opinion that al) franchises should be sold to the 
highest bidder, in order that ‘‘the plundering of the city of ite 
property under the name of ‘granting franchises’ should cease,” 
it recommends a rad ca' change in the law. The grandjury sug- 
gests a law providing that al) franchises obtained by bribery sha ! 
be forfeited, and that the franchise inc:uding all property own.d 
by the corporation holding the franchise shall, upon proof of 
such bribery, be zold at publ ec auction, the informant to rece.ve 
25 per cent of the proceeds, and the remainder to be paid into the 
city treasury. 

That radical action should be taken to prevent in future the 
corruption of municipal legis!ators and the corrupt sale of fran- 
chises cannot be questioned. The question of the acton to be 
taken must be decided by the people. It should be decidid after 
a careful consideration of the re velations culminating in the ex 
posure of the Suburban boodle deal and including the black record 
of similar deals tn the past, 

The present grandjury, with the vigorous aid and direction of 
Circuit Attorney Folk, has done good service for the St. Louis 
people. It has accomplished more in practical results than any 
previous grandjury. It has done much to make corruption odious 
and dangerous, 

It is to be hoped that the next grandjury will take up the work 
where the present grandjury has left it. It is to be hoped that Mr. 
Folk will continue vigorously the pra seworthy work he has fnaug- 
urated. He has an unequaled opportunity to do a great public 
service for St. Lou's and the courage and ability he has shown 
up to the close of the labors of the grandjury which has just 
adjourned give promise of the performance of his full duty ac- 
cording to his opportunity. 

But when the law has been as fully vindicated as-poss‘ble, and 
the grandjury under the direction of the circuit attorney has oc- 
complished all that is possible to punish the plunderers of the city, 
the question of what sha’'l be done in the future to prevent cor 
ruption and to safeg:ard the public property must be determined 
by the people of St. Louis. They must take effective measures tc 
prevent the plunder'ng cf the city. They must decide the char 
acter of the men who sha'l control legislation and the conditions 
under which public franchises shall be disposed of or operated ir 
the future.

IS A GREAT STEP FORWARD 


SUCH PROTECTION WILL SOLVE 
ELECTRIC QUESTION. 


fiad. Such System Been in Operation 
the Recent Appalling Tunnel 
Accident in London Could 
Not Have Happened. 


NE WYORK, Feb. 1.—George Westing- 
house; president of the Westinzhouse Elec- 
tric and ‘Mamn(facturing Co., and Charles 
T. Yerkes, who will equip and operate the 
new underground electric railway in Lon- 
. don, believe that one of the chief factors 
in the solution of electric traction is the 
use of:fireproof cars. 

Such cars have never been used for 
passerger service. It will be interesting, 


therefore, to Americans to learn that Mr. 
Yerkes has practically invented such a 
car, with which his London road will be 


equlpped. 
‘hen Mr. Yerkes was asked today to tel) 
aboul these cars he said: 

“When the London underground electric 
road is ready for busitnesx« .it. will be 
sqppe. with absolutely fireproof éars: 
These cars will make a repetition on our 
line of. the recent accident in London, in 
which several persons were burned to 
death, impossib'e. The use of the cars will 
reduce to a minimum the possibility of the 
wrecking of cars in ordinary co lisions, 
guch as occurred last week in the Park 
' avenue tunnel.’’ 

Mr.. Westinghouse said: ‘Besides in- 
creased comfort due to the avoidance of 
smoke and cin‘iers, a very important rvascn 
favoring the use of electricity is the auvil- 
ity to obtain higher speed and _ thereby 
Save valuable time for travelers. Higher 

d, however, involves yvreuater risk, since 
it takes four times the distance within 
which to stop a train when running at 50 
miles an hour that is required with cone 
running at 25 miles an hour. i believe clec- 
treity can be safely utilized for the opera- 
tion of suburban and interurban trains and 
that this use wil! be rapidly cxtemicd to all 

of the world. 

“It is not against the true interests of 
electrical industries to call attention to this 
subject in a manner which will jead to the 
gafe use of the‘’r product; nothing could 
more seriously interfere with such develop- 
ment of electric traction than a serious loss 
of life due to such an application of the 
apparatus as would lead to the destruction 
of a train by fire. Cars can and should be 
constructed and electrical apparatus app led 
in such a manner as to avoid the risk re- 
ferred to.”’ 

Mr. Westinghouse added that one wav to 
avoid the possibility of accid nt on elec- 
trically operated railroads was by the use 
of fireproof cars. “Then he called attention 
to Pp eereue from an editorial in the 
Railway Gazette and said they expressed 
his views on some features of electrical 
traction. The paragraphs follow: 

“If the tunnel had been worked by elec- 
tricity and if the collision had taken place 
through the paralysis of the faculties and 
energies of .the..engine hand, the result 
would probably have been considerably 
worse than it actually was. It would seem 
to follo wthat anybody equipping a tunne! 
or elevated road for electric trains should 
take every precaution known to the pres- 
ent state of the art to guard against fire. 

“Obviously, the Pennsylvania railroad 
people are justified in assuming by tha 
time their under-river tunnels are ready 
for trains a good deal of exper'ence will 
have been had and the electric art will have 
been advanced considerably beyond its pres- 
ent state; but others will have to begin to 
get their experience at once.”’

FOOD, CLOTHING AND RENT PAID 
BY GOVERNMENT. 


No Doctor’s Bills and No Street Car or 
Railroad Fare to Pay—No Time 
Lost by Sickness. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—There is a 
movement on foot to give to the American 
soldier regular rations of smoking 
and chewing tobacco, and a bill has been 
introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives by Peter J. Otey of Virginia, which 
provides for supplying regularly enlisted 
men with this commodity. 

“Give it-to them,” said an officer of the 
army yesterday. ‘“‘I have been in the ser- 
vice for more than 35 years, and tn that 
time have seen a great deal of the en- 
listed men. My duties have taken me 
abroad occasionally, and I have seen the 
enlisted men in the armies. of other na- 


tions. This inspection that I haye been 
able to make has convinced me, if I needed 
any convincing, that the American soldier 
ls the best that the world produces. Noth- 
ing is toogood for him. But, in the dis- 
cussion that is bound to follow the IiIntro- 
duction of the bill. I hope there will be 
nothing said about our enliste® men that 
will make them appear like paupers. They 
are a fine body, sometimes a little rough, 
but in no sense men that either need or 
desire more than is coming to them. 

‘When I say they are the best paid of 
any soldier in the world I am not arguing 
against giving to them a little more than 
they are now receiving. The fact, remains, 
however, that we pay our enlisted men 
better than any other country under the 
sun pays its soldiers, and that there are 
very few mechanical trades where the pay 
is so large as that received by an enlisted 
man in the United States army. 

“For the first two years of service an en- 
listed man receives $13 a month; for the 
third year, $14; for the fourth year, $15, and 
for the fifth year, $15 a month. If he enlists 
again after that he receives $18 a month. 
The amount seems small when it is taker 
alone, but there are so many other things 
that go with the pay that the aggregate 
is really large. 


When the Soldier 
Is the Best Off. 
“T have been at some pains to find out a 
few things that will make the comparisons 


concerning a soldier’s pay clearer. A car- 
‘penter, for instances, receives from $3 to 
$3.50 'a day for h'!s,work. But there are days 
when the carpenter does not work,:ither be- 


cause he has not a job or because the 


i weather is such that it is tmpossible for 


'h'm fo work. That is lost time and brings 
‘no income. From my investigations I am 
prepared to say that the average pay of a 
carpenter is $2 a day all the year round. 
This means to him about $686 a year. Out 
of this |e must pay for rent, clothing, car 
fare and food, and when the end of the 
year comes-he 1s either a very lucky car- 
'penter or a very saving one who has any- 
thing left. The expenses of living are 
enough to completely consume his earnings. 

“Now, how about the common soldier? 
The government allows to him the ambdunt 
I have specified, according to the period of 
his service. In addition to the money he re- 
-eelves there are coats, boots, shoes—well, 
all that a man needs to clothe h‘mself for 
‘all sorts of weather, from the skin out, and 
‘that of the best quality suited to the pur- 
ose, In the winter he has better furs to 
eep his hands and head warm, better un- 
derclothing and better outer garments than 
the average workingman. . His food is good, 
and he does not have to worry about the 
landlord every month. 

“If he is sick, no matter how trifilng his 
ailment, there is a doctor for him, and no 
bill to meet after he gets well, and no dock- 
age for time that he may not be able to 
work. His pay goes on just the same 
whether he is sick or well, and has the 
best medica] attention. You know, I am 
sure, that not only mechanics, but others 
drawing better pay than mechanics, fre- 
quently allow what they consider smali 
ailments to work out their course without 
medical treatment because they fear a 
doctor’s bill, and cannot afford to lose 
their time which they should devote to 
caring for themselves. In this way, no 
doubt, good constitutions are undermined 
and a foundation laid for feeble old age. 
pede the soldier no such .condition ob- 
tains. 


Pi.y Is Better 
Than $60 a Month. 
“After a careful computation, the result 
of many years’ experience, I say freely that 


the pay of the newly enlisted man in the 
Untied States army, when he draws only 
$13 a month, ts equal to more than $60 a 
month under different conditions. And—1 
want to repeat it—he Is worth the money. 
Absolutely the only expense that a solider 
is obliged to be under is his laundry bill, 
and this amounts to about $1.50 a month. 
In some stations, especially where the can- 
teen was in use, even this was done away 
with, the canteen paying the laundry for 
the garrison. 

“Take a look at the quarters that the cn- 
listed men occupy. They are commodious 
and clean. There is a Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association in every important post, 
and the enlisted man finds there encour- 
agement to improve himself mentally and 
enjoy innocent games with his fellows: 

“Look at it any Way you will, the enlist- 
ed mat is far better off than he wou!'d be 
in any other nosition in hfe that he is cap- 
able of filling. At the same time, if he 
warits ithe tohacco, and most of them do, 
let him have it ‘here are no better 
fighters than the enlisted men of the Unit- 
ed States army, &£nd when the pinch cumes 
they are ready to do their «duty, whatever 
that may be. They nced no urging nor 
driving, and when they fight—and I have

HIGH PRICES DID NOT INCREASE 
PRIMARY RECEIPTS. 


HEAVY TRADING IN OATS 


_—_—_—- 


Snow Now Covers the Entire Winter 
Wheat Belt and the Growing Plant 
Is Amply Protected. 


Corn has become the feature of the grain 
markets. The situation is bullish. Accord- 
ing to the best of authority the farm sup- 
ply of corn will be only 300,000,000 bu on 
March 1, 525,000,v00 bu less than at the same 
time a year ago. The feeding and distribu- 
tion of corn up to date equals 81 per cent 
of a normal crop, but the crop last year 
was only 65 per cent of a normal one. The 


story that the farmers have been hoarding 
corn is talse. Betore the break two weeks 
ago, when prices were inviting, the receipis 
were very small. If the farmers had any 
corn stored they would doubtless have part- 
ed with it. But high prices did noi increase 
the movement. Instead, when the market 
was weakened last week the Wegt and 
Southwest bought corn in the eastern mar- 
kets. 

Grain men believe the price of corn and oats is 
too low. The farmers have nothing to sell and to 
curtail consumption prices must be forced up. The 
receipts of corn at primary points last week weie 
only 1,647,315 bu, 2,415,085 bu less than the game 
per.od a year ago. Cold weather has increased tie 
demand for corn in the country. Stocks are rapid- 
ly disappearing everywhere. Last week the visible 
supply Soarenned 120,000 bu, and it is predicted 
that there will be a large decrease next week. 

Corn was weakest last Tuesday. That day May 
eold down to 60%c. The break was largely on 
liguidation of long lines. Timid holders were 
forced out. But the bears were not in cont.ol long. 
There was a strong raliy and when they began to 
cover there was nothing for sale. Saturday May 
corn clesed with again of Z24ec for the week at 
t44gc asked.

IN HISTORY OF NEW YORK. 


STOCK SPECULATION LIMITED 


Future of Northern Securitics Co. Un- 
settled Market—Improved Trade 
Conditions Boomed Amal- 
gamated Copper. 


NEW YORK, Feb. L—The enormous loan 
expansion by the banks was a disquieting 
factor. An increase in loans of nearly §20,- 
000,000 in a single week has occurred only a 
few times in the history of the New York 
clearing house, and not at all outside the 
period last spring, when syndicate prepara- 
tions were making for the great deal which 
afterwards electrified the financial world. 
For the week ending Feb. 2 last year the 
loans of the New York clearing house 
banks were expanded $30,440,000, which was 
the largest single week's expansion in their 
history. But the vast expansion of credlis 
the country over since that time and the 


small proportionate increase in cash fre- 
serves for the same period makes what was 
a bull influence on stocks lasi year a cause 
of hesitation and douvot this year. What 
operations are responsible for the past 
week's iarge increase 1n ioans 18 not Knuwh 
to the public. 

The gpecuiative movement in stocks this week 
Was limited almost wholly to special points. These 
points were different on different days, but the 
movement never became general beyond the silgut 
sympathetic efiect due to the efforts of the proies- 
sional traders to make the especial Movements pre- 
vail in the general list. A number of deveiop- 
ments during the week have been important in 
their bearing upon the general financial outlook. 
Such developments at a period of speculat.ve ac- 
tivity like that prevailing at this time last year 
Would have thrown the market into a state of ex 
vitement. The indifference of the market to them 
at this time only serves to define more clearly the 
determination of the money powers of the couutry 
await the outcome of various weighty provb- 
eins 

The fixing of the legal status of the Northern 
Securit es Co. by judicial construction seems td be 
the most important of these problems in the esti- 
mation of the street. Efforts were made by profes- 
sionajs to put prices up last Monday on profession 
of satisfaction with the character of the argu- 
ments offered to the Supreme Court against the pe- 
titon for a hearing of a sult against the company, 
byt there was ne important response to this in- 
vitation. 

There has been a very active speculation in 
Amalgamated Copper at advancing prices during 
the week, based upon the developments in the 
trade in an urgent demand for raw copper both in 
this country and in Europe. The financial revival 
in Germany seems to have had an imporiant influ- 
ence on this movement owing to a large num- 

v of electrical undertakings which were under 
way in that country when it was overcome with 
financial paralysis, and which it is hoped will be 
taken up again with the return of confidence. 
The renewed demand for coppér bas an important 
bearing upon the industrial situation at large, 
but its immediate significance to the Ama gamated 
Oopper Co. hae n much obscured, perhaps de- 
eee by conflicting claims. 

t is persistently asserted that the company has 
not only sold out its surplus stocks of meta! at the 
low level, but has entered into extensive futur> 
contracts at the same level. This contention has 
ybot prevented the sharp advance in Amalgamated 
Copper shares, and the active demand for raw 
copper has given no indication of a market over- 
#o.d for future delivery. 

The collapse in the copper market and in Amal- 
gamated Copper was an mportant factor of de- 
ression jin the stock market, but the recovery 
as had but a feeble effect upon stocks. 

The proposals leoking towards peace in South 
Africa, now clearly known to be under discus- 
sion, must be regarded as nig nen | an event of 
world-wide importance to t financial world. It 
has met with a proportionate response in the 
stock markets of Europe, but has been quite ia- 
effectual in awakening speculation here. So it his 
been with other influences, which might be re- 
garded as important. 

The statement of 10 months’ operations by the 
United States Steel ation and the balance 
sheet of the company of Nov. 8 have caused in- 
terested comment in financial cifcles, where there 
is general assent to the opinion of the favorable 
condition indicated both for the trade and for the 
corporation. The stocks of t corporation, ho .- 
ever, have moved barely a poiht during the week. 

The decision to remove the war taxes is wel- 
eomed as a measure of relief from the drain upon 
the market money supply. 

The money market bas grown easy and a!moet 
plethoric, the rate for call loans dropping to 2 per 
cent, and the rate for time loans reveding to below 
4 per cent. 

Railroad gross earnings .for the third week in 
January rofiect highly prosperous conditions in the 
transportation induetry. me of the returns of 
net earnings for December show decreases G™n- 
ared with the preceding December, but the legis- 
ation is accepted as reasonable that storms and 
floods were accountable for holding back of traffic 
which must ultimately come forward. The corn 
carrying railroads: are not included in those show- 
ing December decreases, although the effect of the 
corn crop shortage vas expected to show in De- 
cember at All these factors bave 
been entirely ignored in the lethargy of the sio k 
market. The threatening attitude of the coal 
miners’ convention bas been the subject of some 
misgivings, and the question of spring labor settle- 
ments bas had geome discussion. The vidlent 
break in the grain iparkets led to some rumors of 
resulting financial troubles, but the specniative !i- 
qguidation there and the snows in the winter wheat 
belt which prompted it are considered as beneficia] 
to the general situation.

SALT AT DAMON FIELD. 


—_——--- 


Boring Shows Saline Deposits 
Depth of 1300 Feet. 

DAMON, Tex., Feb. 1—The contractors, 
McKallip Bros., completed the Herndon 
well yesterday afternoon, the contract 
depth being 1800 feet, it is a fine eight- 
inch hole to the botttom. The drill was in 
rock salt when the work ceased, as it has 
been most.of the time for the last 700 feet. 
Since striking the sait, gypsum in its vari- 
ous forms has been encountered, and at 
times the gypsum and sait were comoined 
in about equa] quantities. 

Before str king the salt, there was about 
400 feet of gypsum. On account ol its 
porousness it was impossible to Case off tne 
strong fiow of water that was Struck in 
two places. During the last 100 feet there 
h@s been more gypsum than at any time 
since entering the salt, and there are those 
who contend that each time the gypsum 
was touched that the bailings showed con- 
siderable oll, the theory being that a strong 
pressure of gas was sendiug: the oil up 
through the porous rock. here is good 
reason to believe that a new contract will 
be made ty» sink this well deeper, probably 
to 2000 feet. Mr. J . Landon, the field 
manager of the Guffey Co., came in today 
and the matter of going deeper will s900n 
be determined.

Fue] Bills Are Cut in Half by Adopt- 
ing Beaumont Oil. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 1.—The use of oil as 

fuel at the state power house is proving 


extremely satisfactory according to the 
statements of Superintendent of Public 
Buildings and Grounds Sam Harlan. State 
Purchasing Apes Dodge hears the same 
cones from the several state institutions 
w 


ich are using oll as fuel. 

From the test of practical use up to this 
time, it can be said that the former fuel 
bills will be cut in half, 

With the present car shortage and fa- 
creasing demand, there is always some ap- 
prehension of a failure in the supply, es- 
pecially during cold weather, the time it is 
needed most for heating purposes, and of 
course there is a g eater amount burned. 

The State Luna.ic Asylum is having a 
pipe line laid froma switch at Abercromble 
on the Houston & Texas Central, Austin 
division, to the institution’s storage tanks. 
This will not only be a great convenience 
in having the tanks nearly full at all times, 
but will save the cost of tedious delay of 
hauling in tank wagons. Gravity will force 
the oil through this pipe line as Abercrom- 
bie is somewhat higher than the asylum, 

The amount of water used at the asylum 
is something enormous and it is pymped 
from their own power houses.

20,000 WHITES. 


WORK OF NEW CONSTITUTION. 


Buf, Along With the Whites Thus Dis- 
franchised, the Negro Vote Is 
Practically Eliminated. 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala., Feb. 1.—Alabama 
will very soon know her voting strength, 
the time witfhin which poll tax may be 
paid having expired yesterday. Men were 
deputized to canvass the white voting pop- 
ulataion and urge paying the poll tax, a 
prerequisite for voting. If this has not 
succeeded in bringing them to a sense of 
their duty, nothing else can be done. 

Leading politicians unhesitatingly declare 
that the number of white men that will be 
disfrranchised in the state under the new 
constitution will not fall short of 20:000 and 


ractically all the negro votes will be elim- 
Dated. ; fn north Alabama the voting 
strength will be cut down at least 1000 on 
the white side and taking the negro vote 
the election returns hereafter will be short 
between 4000 and votes. 

Madison County, of which Huntsville is

PARIS, Feb. 1—Col. Picquart, who was 
prominent in the defense of Capt. Drey- 
tus, is publishing, in the Grande Revue, a 
series of articles on the military position 
of France. He says France has come to 
the end of her military resources, whereas 
Germany has ample resources with which 
to increase her strength. France, there- 
fore, must modify her system, and he sug- 
gests various reforms. 

Then, discussing the question of France's 
alliance, the colonel replies to articles in 
the National Revue. He declares himself

allanice with Germany, which

SAYS HE WAS ASSAULTED 


WAS FOUND IN HALLWAY OF 
HOWARD’S SALOON, 


Manager Austin Carter Denies Story 
of Assault and Says Robinson 
Was Hurt in Falling 
Down Stairway. 


John A. Robinson of 4975 Wabada avenue, 
official stenographer in Judge Tal.ys di- 
vision of the circuit court, was fatally in- 
jured shortly before 9 o’clock last nigh. in 
a hallway at the rear of John W. Howard's 
Saioon, 3u9 North Garison avenue. 

In a conscious interval shortly before 
midnight, at the city hospitai, Robinson 
said that he had been struck on the head 
and shoulders. 

Who struck him he could not say. 

He said that he had been in a game of 
cards in a room above Howard's sul on. 

When asked to name his companions in 
the game he lapsed into unconsciousness. 

Austin Carter, manager of Howard's, said 
Rob.nson feli down tne sta.rway in the rear 
of. the saloon, leading from the first floor 
to the second, and that his injuries were 
due wholiy to this fall. 

Mr. Carter made this statement after he 
had first deciared that no one had been 
injured on the premises, and had next said 
that Robinson had been hurt by falling 
down another stairway, which leads from 
the saloon and wholesale liquor store to the 
wate room. 

When Policeman Dempse® of the Eighth 
district tendered his report, based largely 
on Mr. Carter’s revised sfatement, at the 
station at“Laclede and Ewing avenues, 
Lieut. Hammer at once commenced a per- 
sonal investigation of the case. 

The stairway dewn which Carter says 
Robinson fell is heavily padded. 

Robinson, when received at the city hos- 
pital, had a compound fracture of the 
skull and a scalp wound an inch and a 
half long on the top of his head. 

On the stairway were found two scraps of 
blood-stained paper. On a window saiil at 
the head of the stairs was a deék of, caras. 

Mrs. Robinson says that her husband was 
accustomed to play cards at Howard’s, and 
pom he frequently told her of playing poker 
there. 


MANAGER STOPPED THE SEARCH. 

On the floor at the head of the stairway 
were found two crushed cigars which had 
not been lighted. 

Manager Carter put a stop to the search 
for further articles by extinguishing the 
gas on the sécond floor while Policeman 
Dempsey was looking into the rooms ad- 


joining the hallway. 

When he was received at the hospital 
Robinson had no money and no waticn in 
his pockets. Mrs, Hobinson says tia: he 
carried his gold watch when he left hia 
home Saturday morning, and that he had 
intended to draw ‘his salary at the ci.y 
hali during the day and collect a sum aue 
him from the transit company. 


When Policeman Dempsey was first called} 


to the scene by Manager Carter he found 
Robinson lying. at the head of the sia.rway. 

Carter explained thig by saying that Rob- 
inson, after being picked up at the foot of 
the stairway, had been oarricd back up- 
stairs to await the. arrival of an ambuiancg. 

An einpioye of Howard's, Swart by name, 
was sent with a carriage to Robinsons 
home on Wabada avenue, and the carmage 
conveyed Mrs. Robinson to the City Hos- 
pital; On the way to the hospital, Swart 
informed ‘Mrs. Robinson that one of the 
men who had been in her husband’s com- 
pany was “Capt. Richardson.” 

Swart deni that a card game had been 
carried on upstairs. 

“You needn't take the trouble to tell me 
that,”’ said Mrs. Robinson to Swart, when 
he repeated this denial at the hospital. 
“My husband made no.secret of the fact 
that he played poker, and I never found 
fault with. him tor it. 

“Mr. ttobinson often went to Howard's 
and used to meet Col. Jack Richardson 
of Carondelet there. I suppose this is the 
person who was named as having been with 
nim tonight.” 

The hailway in which Robinson received 
his injuries was the rear one of two which 
lead into Howard's retail saloon. 

The wider and more pubiic of the two 
hallways opens into both the retail saloon 
and the wholesale liquor store in front. 
The stairway. leads to a biliiard hall on 
ihe second and lodge rooms on the third 
oors. 


SCHNE OF THE MYSTERY. 

The smaller an@ more private hallway, 
the scene of Robinson's injuries, is entered 
from the rear of the saloon. It is a singie 
fight of stairs, and leads to a second floor 
haliway lined by small rooms on each side. 
This hallway opens upon a stairway lead- 


ing directly out upon Garrison avenue. 

When the saloon was first visited in quest 
of iniormation as to Robinson's injuries, 
Manager VCarte> denied that anyone had 
been hurt. 

When informed that Robinson was in a 
critical condition at the City Hospital, Car- 
ter said: 

“He fell down stairs, - down that flight,”’ 
pointing to the central hal.way. “I sup- 
pose he had been at a lodge meeting. 

“I heard the racket, and, when I saw that 
he was bieeulng, 1 though. an officer shouid 
be calied. So, after we had taxen him to 
the head of the stairway, I cal.ed Po.iceman 
Dempsey anu tried to get Dr. Flanders 
from a drug store near by.” . 

When Policeman Dempsey’ returned, it 
Was learned that the accident had occurred 
not in the central hallway, but.in the hali- 
way at the rear of the saioon. When a

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SPORTING 
COMMENT

It seems that Russell Gardner may re 
place Anton Stuever as the third person in 
connection with the incorporation of th: 
Bt. Louis American League baseball club 
In conversation Saturday evening Mr. R. L 
Hedges stated that he thought that Mr. 
Gardner would probably be financially in. 
terested in the organization, though he wa: 
not ready to make any positive statements 
as to that. 

“Will Mr. Anton Steuver be connected 
with the club?’ 

“TI hardly think so,”’ was the encouraging 
reply. 

Mr. Stuever is an estimable gentleman 
and a good sportsman, but his connection 
with the new baseball association wouid 
mean that the beverage for the manufac- 
ture of which he is noted, would also be 
included in the deal. . 

Etiquette forbids our going further into 
the question, but the objection to Mr. 
Stuever will have been quite well enough 
established to those “in the know’’ to not 
need further explanation. 


Baseball and‘ ‘hops’ are allied delights, 


but they succeed best under separate man- 
agement. Under the latter condition the 
club authorities will not be called upon by 
a frantic mob to explain why the ‘“‘schoon- 
er’ for which a good nickel was paid, was 
found to have been drawn with an aera- 
tion of about six atmospheres. 

Doubtless you have gone parched to the 
fount at the ball park and confidentially 
whispered to the czar of the works that 
you would like one drawn ‘‘with the foam 
op the bottom’”’ and have had it come out 
foam from bottom to top. 

You will recall the acute displeasure you 
felt that the management should tolerate 
such a state of affairs. By going in for 
baseball alone the management gives away 
responsibility for such trying conditions, 

Mr. Gardner has no such handicap as Mr. 
Steuver to hamper his admission as a mem- 
ber of the club stock company. It is hardly 
likely that he would start a buggy store on 
the grounds, and if he did not altogether 
certain that it would be a detriment. 

As Mr. Gardner is a personal friend of 
Mr. Hedges and Mr. Stuever an absolute 
stranger, it would seem to work to the dis- 
tinct advantage of all to have friends work- 
ing together. Mr. Orthwein 1s acquainted 
with Mr. Gardner and an entirely harmonl- 
ous directorate is thus provided for. 

Changes are still possibie in the entire 
scheme, for articles of incorporation have 
yet to be secured. It is considerable im- 
portance to the future of the league that it 
select its local workers with discretion. A 
house divided against itself is sure to fall. 

It is hoped that the business department 
of the club will take warning from the 
fate of the National to\let Mr. McAleer 
alone in his management. of the: purely 
playing end of the club. If they do, the 
business end will take care of itself. 


BASKET BALL. 

Basket ball is no longer the homeless, 
feckless, scoffed at spor: of a few years 
ago. Even in 8t. Louis {t now has an 
abiding place, an organization and !s looked 
upon as the coming indoor winter sport 
by thé lusty young athletes of the univer- 
sities. 

In the Fast it is played In countless col- 
legiate and athletic club leagues, and is 
considered a thoroughly scientific manly 
eport. 

In St. Louts, the present season has seen 
the first city league organized, and next 
Thursday wil] witness the opening games 
of the regular schedule. The city is a little 
backward in adopting the game, but it is 
better late than never. 

While the’ game enjoys a fairly good 
standing at the present time, it was not so 
long since that even the advanced city of 
Chicago-on-the-canal took up the cudgels 
against the sport and, with sneer and inu- 
endo, bade it go back to the kindergarten 
with ring-around a-résy, clap-in-and-clap- 
out and other desperate pastimes. 

It was but a few days ago that an an- 
.nouncement of a basket-ball contest was 
made in something like the following 
terms: ‘The Minervas defeated the Willies 
in a game of basket ball Friday night by a 
ecore of 16 to 7. The contest was very 
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rough, tHree of the boys falling down and 
bumping themselves severely. There now!” 

It is true that basket ball was once played 
by girls, but so were, and are, the great 
games of golf and ftennis, which,’ perhaps, 
some will undertake to say they are ef- 
feminate contests. 

The fact is when the American youth 
takes up an athletic contest of whatever 
description, it is sure to develop into some- 
thing with a tinge of physical hazard 
about it. P 

It is sure, too, to develop along scientific 
lines. Basket ball is one of the games that 
have been so transmogrified from the game 
originally played by the seminary girls. 

In the gymnasiums of the collegians it 
has become a dashing, daring; skillful game, 
requiring an ample wind, speed, strength 
and coolness to play successfully. It is not 
ohly not a namby-pamby contest, but, on 
the contrary, is attended with many hard 
raps, though with small danger of serious 
injury. 

Progress of the game in the West has, no 
doubt, been, as {ft seems, intimidated by the 
scoffing of those who have not ‘given the 
sport more than casual attention. The 
time appears to have passed when the 
youth is ashamed to be identified with the 
game because women and girls play it. 

Now that one set of clubs have thrown 
down the gauntlet to the scoffers, others 
will no dourt come out*and form other 
leagues. The universities.and colleges will 
probably be the next to organize a league, 
and another season should find several or- 
ganizations in the city.

' Mr. Pittmarn'’s performance at the Second 

Christian Church is the more remarkable 
because he is neither a minister nor a mem- 
ber of the church he has saved. He is a 
business man spending six days of the week 
at his office in the Carletcn byilding. The 
congregation's appreciation of him is such 
that in a recently-written history of the 
¢hurch, Irving McGowan, the treasurer, 
Says that “in April, 1899, a man was sent 
to us from God whose name was NOT 
John.”’ 

The Second Christian Church of 8t. 
Louis is out of debt and prospering, with 
a big congregation, a big Sunday School, a 
choir of 30 well-drilled membérs, and a 
Bystem in everything. This is interesting 
because only two years and nine months 
ago this very same church was in distress. 
It owed $5000 on its church property, and 
could not even pay the interest. A great 
many cr its best suppcrters had followed 
the westward resideice movement and had 
affiliated with churches nearer to the 
neighborhoods in which they lived. Those 
that remained were not able to mect cur- 
rent expenses, much less do anything 
with the big debt upon the church build- 
ing. So the transformaticn within less than 
three vears is noteworthy. 

W. Daviess Pittman, a St. Louis busi- 
ness man, has worked these wonders in 
the Second Christ!an Church. In April, 
1898, he went from the Mount Cabanne 
Christian Church to the Second Church to 
fill the pulpit at the Sunday morning ser- 
vice He was a layman, but had been 
several times called upon to oceupy a pul- 
pit, and had always done it with a skill 
that pleased his hearers.

sion Mr. Pittman became aware of the 
distress of the Second Church. He was 
impressed with the opportunity it offered 
for some earnest man to daa good’ work. 
He determined to undertake it himself, and 
proffered his services. That day a new 
era began in the Second Church. 

Mr. Pittman had been given a business 
training. He believed in good business 
management of church affairs as well ag 
in the affairs of a mercantile concern. He 
knew the destructiveness of debt, so he set 
about ridding the church of the $5000 mort- 
gage. It has taken him almost three years 
to accomplish it, but the thing is done 
now and the mortgage burned. 

Mr. Pittman performed some feats in 
finance when he dissipated that debt. He 
knew the congregation could not pay it of 
itself. It was not a wealthy congregation. 
It was for the most part made up of people 
whose incomes did not greatly exceed their 
expenses of living. Mr. ,Pittman knew 
some people whd had money. They were 
friends of his. They were not members of 
the chu?ch he wanted to save,but'they were 
charitable people interested in tht promo- 
tion of Christian works. 
sessed them $3000. He got it. Not by post- 
ing the need and waiting for his friends 
to come in, but’ by going after them per- 
sonally and familiarizing them with his 
plans. Some part of this, so the church 
people think, Mr, Pittman contributed him- 
sel?. “Mr. Pittman is not saying. He has 
a habit of not saying. If he worked like 
he talks he wouldn't savé a church in 10,000 
years. All the people of the church know 
positively is that Mr. Pittman paid the in- 
terest. on the debt during the time in 
which he was making up the principal. 
They are quite sure he did this, for when 
the interest was due he went into his 
nockets after the cash and brought it 
forth... And pockets are places each man 
ordinarily Yilis for himself. 

Mr. Pittman. continued preaching at the 
church after his first appearance there on 
assignment. He never missed a service. 
His sermons were different from those the 
congregation had generally heard. They 
were 30 minutes short—not 36 or 38, but 30 
minutes, exact. Most things about the 
church after Mr. Pittman’s coming 
were quiet. If you don’t believe this 
just study this schedule of Sunday morning 
services introduced by Mr. Pittman. It is 
a continuous service, redhot from the time 
it begins until the minute it ends, and it 
always begins and ends on the minute.

On the night of Aug. 26, 182, rumblings 
were heard in various localities and the 
peatants flocked from one district to anoth- 
er, leaving their ripened rice fields only to 
find that their neighbors also had heard the 
warnings. 

The next day the water in the adjacent 
sea began to boil and hiss in strange tu- 
mult, and the temperature rose 20 degrees. 
Maha Meru, the biggest volcano on the

in years, and shortly half the volcanoes on 
the island were in violent commotion, 

The little brown Javanese, ip the extrem- 
ity of terror, flocked to their temples, all 
business was suspended, and each thought 
only how to propitiate the angry gods. 

The roaring underfoot iscreased each 
hour, and when dusk came on the evening 
of Aug. 28 old Gunung-Guntur was+wrapped 
in a luminous .haze. 

“If Gunung-Guntur breaks forth we are 
lost!’ wailed the lUttle brown people, as 
they watched the lofty peak, which habit- 
ually wore a crown’ of snow. 

In the middle of the night they saw an 
enormous. jet of white shoot up hundreds 
of feet above the crater, followed by a 
sheet of fame, Sulphurous mud and great 
quantities of lava were emitted, and a 
shower of hissing stones rained over. the 
fields, 

The clouds were surcharged with electric- 
ity. 

The sea raised in terrible waves, and as 
many as 15 water spouts were observed at 
one time. 

The whole island quaked. Every voicano 
was soon in action and scalded lava ran 
down the mounfain sides, buried villages 
and heaped ‘up fantistically in the ocean 
tide. 

Nearly every village on the island was 
destroyed, and between 175,000 and 200,000 
people were killed. 

One great. island of the Javanese group, 
Krakatoa, wank in the sea. In another 
place 16 volcanic peaks emerged. 

It. is characteristic of the most destruc- 
tive’ earthquakes that they occur near the 
sea. so that their horrers are followed by 
great tidal waves that deuble the number 
of killed. 

This was the case in the historic earth- 
quake of Lisbon in 1765. Once before, in 
1531, the city had been destroyed, and from 
time to time miner shocks were felt. 

On All Saints’ Day, 1755, while all Lisbon 
was at church, the sky became ovércast 
and the sea began to swell and. roll in 
a tremendous volume. 

Suddenly, with a rumbling nolse heard 
over Portugal the earth's crust seemed 
to rise up in a great wave and to break 
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three others when the earth gradually set- 
tled with long, trembling vibrations. 

Half an hour later an immense tidal wave 
overwhelmed the ruins. At least 60,00 
people were killed. The Lisbon earthquake 
involved 7,500,000 square miles of territory. 
The shock was felt as far north as Fin- 
land and extended to the St. Lawrence in 
Canada. 

Immediately following the disaster a fire 
began in the wrecks that escaped the sea; 
and the scum of Portugal and Southern 
Europe flocked there to rob the dead ana 
the wounded. 

King Joseph turned in despair to his min- 
ister, the Marquis of Pombal, who seized 
the moment to show himself one of the 
ablest prime ministers of Europe. 

“Your Majesty, let us bury the dead and 
feed the living,’ he said, a phrase which 
soon was repeated over the world. 

For eight days the Marquis of ies 0 
lived in his carriage, never sleeping, never 
resting, rescuing the helpless, organizing 
police and. coping in a marvellous way with 
a disaster that shook the civilized world. 
Voltaire in his ‘‘Candide’ has written the 
most graphic story of the Libson earth- 
quake. 

In 1883 the islanti of Ischla, in the bay ol 
Naples, was shaken by an earthquake 
which was remarkable in that its victims 
included men and women of wealth from 
every quarter of the globe. 

Ischla is one of the most attractive bath- 
ing resorts of Europe, and at that season, 
July, was thronged with thousands of vist- 
tors. TTwo years before the island had been 
partially destroyed by an earthquake, but 
its thermal waters had again lured back 
the old colony. 

The village of Cashanicciola was en fete 
that evening, a performance was going on 
in the summer theater, there was dancing 
at a dozen of the big hotels. Without a 
moment's warning the shock came, level- 
ling the village, the carth opening and 
sending out clouds of sulpHurous vapor. 

The Piccola Sentinella, a large hotel oc- 
cupied almost exclusively by English and 
American tourists, was totally destroyed. 

Those in the village who survived the 
falling ruins rushed to the beach to put 
out to sea in boats. The waves came in and 
washed victims from sands by the hun- 
dredé. 

The full extent of the disaster has never 
been calculated, because several small 
islands indefinitely settled were involved, 
but more than 16,000 people are known to 
have been killed. 

In 1881, and again in 1894, China and Japan 
were both visited by terrible earthquakes. 

The island of Zante of the Grecian group, 
suffered terribly in 18%, when 5000 people 
were killed and as many more made home- 
less, The Grecian archipelago from time 
immemorial has been the home of earth- 
quakes. 

Central America, like Mexico, is in con- 
giant commotion. and this has been urged 
frequently against the feasibility of an 
isthmian canal. Grenada, Central Amert- 
ca, has been destroyed by earthquakes six 
times, San Salvador ten times and San Jose 
and Costa Rica five times. 

Some of the most destructive earth- 
quakes have oecurred in New Zealand, 
which is a vast lava bed. 

In 18% Alaska suffered a terrible shak- 
ing up which destroyed whole Alaskan 
tribes of Indians. 7 a

In Corea it is said that all youths are cal- 
low until they marry and settle down. 

Huiwha had visions of settling at Roa- 
noke for a four-year course of study. He 
did nothing of the kind. In a moment of be- 
nevolence some of the Roanoke youths took 
him out to see life. 

Hulwha succumbed. No more pot hats 
and morning glory pajamas for him. 

He began to acquire American habits 
and American clothes. Eighty-seven suits 
and 87 fancy waistcoats are his present 
number, which is undoubtedly the Corean 
record. 

In a short time he had outgrown his 
$4000 a year by seyeral thousand. Then 
came the summer vacation. What would 
Prince Huiwha do? Go to New York, 
among other things. 

Hither he went with his little brown 
valet. For a few days he was stunned. 
Then with great presence of mind he arose 
to the occasion and cast his personal notes— 
which, by the way,-are perfectly good—upon 
the New York waters. 

In Corea there is no such thing as for- 
bidden frut, especially for a prince of the 
blood. But here he must buy. And with 
&@ presence of mind equal to that of Hulwha 
himself everybody raised the price. The 
Haymarket, the Tivoli, the Sans Souci, 
wherever he went he was gently but firm- 
ly separated from a. portion of his money. 

He had been instructed to maintain the 
most cordial relations with the people of 
the United States. Coney Island seemed 
a likely field for cordial relations, so thith- 
er he hied with his valet on a trolley car. 

This was in the height of the fashionabiec 
season last summer.

HE people of St. Louis will find Prince 
Henry one of the most affable gen- 
tlemen in the world, as he is one of 

the ablest and most cultured. He is digni- 
fied without being too austere.

It 
will be a pleasure to entertain him, and 
a thing easily done,” for the prince is 
most appreciative of anything done in his 
honor and can indicate his gratification 
with many niceties of manner. 

Manners in Germany are very similar to 
our own, and it ts almost impossible that 
any cultured American could fail of proper 
deportment in the presence of the prince. 
Stull there are some little things in which 
we would not know how to move without 
some familiarity with the method of pro- 
cedure in Germany. For instance, there is 
the manner of greeting the prince upon 
the street. It would be a mistake to per- 
mit him to pass in his carriage without 
extending to him not only a sign of rec- 
ognition but some mark of deference. The

It woull be pre- 
fSumptuous upon the part of myself or any- 
one to say what the gentlemen who re- 
ceive the prince in the wuame of St. Lovis 
shou'd do. but I will expain the custom 
in order ‘o illustrate the ectiquerte of Ger- 
rnany. In the first place, the mayor of St. 
T.ouls {s the proper person to greet the 
prince and his suite.

He should he 
presented by Capt. Evans, who is the 
proper intermediary between the prince 
and his suite and the committee of recep- 
tion.

In traveling through the city in carriages, 
it will bé customary for the prince to be 
accompanied by the senior member of his 
suite and the chief host, which in this case 
would be Mayor Wells. In presenting St. 
[.oulsans to him ft would not be proper to 
designate them as being the president of 
this or that, or the general manager, etc., 
but each as the Honorable Mr. So and So, 
who is so and so. The prince, it must be 
remembered, knows of but one Presiden; 
in America, and that Is the President of the 
United States.

T is my understanding- that Prince Hen- 
ry will be accompanied to St. Louis by 
his entire staff of 11 persons. These are 

not chosen because of their friendship with 
the prince, but because of their prominence 
in Germany, and they come in compliment 
te the people of the Uinted States. Ad- 
miral Tirpiz, for instance, is a notable of 
the German admiraity, and his errand to 
this country is scarcely less complimentary 
than that of His Highness, Prince Henry. 
The etiquette of receiving these gentiemon 
is not much unlike that of receiving any 
notable, except, of course, that there are 
some little things which are customary 
in Germany and are not practiced here. 
For instance, it is out of the question that 
his highness hold anything in the way of 
a public reception and shake hands with 
a great many persons, as the President of 
the United States does when he goes 
among the people. Prince Henry is very 
popular with the German people and de- 
lights in meeting men everywhere, but the 
public reception, such &s exists in the 
PE aca States, is unknown in Germany.

It has often been remarked s!nce Miss 
Roovevelt came to \Washington itn the char- 
acter of the first debutante in America that 
if her present social position had been actu- 
ally foreseen she could not have been more 
appropriately cducated for it. She has no 
liking for a student's life and her educa- 
tion, which has been recefved almost ex- 
clusively at home through governesses, has 
tended in the direction of accomplishments 
rather than of more solid branches. She 
has been trained tn French, in German, in 
literature, and in music, but both Mr. and 
Mrs. Roosevelt have thought it unwise to 
force long, severe courses of mathematics 
or science upon a g:rl so disinclined to them. 

But before she was 10 years old she had 
begun to receive the social training which 
now enables her to make so graceful and 
winning an ee and at the same 
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time she was forced to cultivate an Inti- 
mate acquaintance with her French and 
German grammars. When she was 12 she 
already spoke readily in both languages, so 
it muv be imagined that it is with very lit- 
tle effort that she speaks them now/ 

At the diplomatic receptions and affairs 
at the White House, where Miss Roosevelt 
has talked with the diplomats, a curious 
characteristic on her part has been noticed. 
She will talk French with a Frenchman and 
German with a German, but ff an English- 
man addresses her in French or German 
she invariably answers in English, as if to 
intimate that the English language is a very 
good one for conversational purposes when 
Americans or English born people are con- 
eerned.

The Fulton’s latest triumph has been to run through almost four inches of ice with 
scarcely any lessening of speed. A correspondent of the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
has spent a day and night as the guest of Capt. Cable, and has secured much in- 
teresting information concerning this most interesting of boats, in addition to 


taking a trip under water on the Fulton,

T is now the intention to send the 
I American submarine boat across the 
_“, ocean. A trip of more than three 
thousand miles over and under the sea is 
contemplated for the audacious little Ful- 
ton. 

Should it be carried out successfully the 
navies of the world again will be electri- 
fied by Yankee spirit and daring, as the 
torpedo boat is only 63.4 feet over all and 
the intention is to send her under her own 
power. 

While such a feat would have been un- 
dreamed of even a year ago, her captain 
and crew speak of it as being neither im- 
probable nor even startling. She has proved 
herself so stable that there will not be 
the slightest difficulty in getting her crew 
to make the triy.

voyage. 

Only men who volunteer for the duty are 
placed on board of a submarine boat. That 
serivce is in the ‘‘extra-hazardous”’ class, 

Quite a fleet of boats of the Holland type 
are now building in the United States. 
The Adder and Moccasin are building at 
New Suffolk, the Porpoise, Shark and 
Plunger at Nixon’s shipyards, and two 
others, as yet unnamed, at the Union Iron 
Works, San Francisco. 

Concerning the report that the Fulton 
will be sent to Europe under the Atlantic, 
Capt. Cable said: 


“It is being considered seriously. The 
Fulton. you know, is not owned by the 
government, and could go under yachting 
papers. I wouldn’t have the slightest hes- 
itation in taking her. I would sooner go 
on her than on a liner. Should a storm 
come up we can submerge at will until it is 
over. But before that trip is undertaken 
she must have greater fuel carrying capac- 
ity. As she is now, she can travel 500 miles 
under her own power, both electric and gas- 
oline. We put it at 600 miles so as to havea 
safe margin, but she really can go further.”’ 

Capt. MacArthur said: . 

“We thought the Oregon's feat was im- 
probeble when she started for home, but 
she came all right as I seem to remember. 
More room could be made by taking out 
the 35 tons of storage battery in the Ful- 
ton and either putting in an improved and 
more compact battery, or more gasoline for 
the gas engines. Now I am absolutely en- 
thusiastic about these submarines and have 
full confidence in them; and if Cable says 
they can go across the ocean, I believe him. 
In case of war that would be a very easy 
thing to do. All we would have to do would 
be to. seal them up, then tow them to a 
place of action or around the world if nec- 
essary. This would save the crews, and 
put them on board absolutely fresh when 
their’services are needed. Of course gq trip 
across under her own power would be 
merely for exhibition purposes.”’ 

‘That is what the ocean trip to Wash- 
ington is for,’ said her commander. “It 
will be a final anmzwer to critics who say 
submarines aren’t seaworthy, though they 
really are intended for harbor defense. 
Though we are going to carry ten men in 
case of a pinch two can run her. - Three 
would insure more safety, so if it is ever 
found necessary to remain submerged tor 
a long time the number of men who will 
consume air can be cut to a minimum. I 
would hardly dare say how long she could 
remain under. , 

“On the Washington trip when about 
20 miles. off Sandy Hook I intend to sub- 
merge the Fulton about 3 feet below the 
surface. Even at that depth in looking 
out of the conning tower there is a tair 
light, so good that we need not use the 
electric lights. That is because the water 
is so clear. Of course I can't see anyth.ng 
below there except green water, and I steer 
entirely by the compass. We will travel 
25 miles under water before rising again, 
then take the surface. We may submerge 
again in the Potomac (the captain always 
said “‘submerge,’’ not “sink’’). The water 
of that river is always bad, and when sub- 
merged there it'is as dark as Egypt until 
we turn on the electric lights.”’ 

“What if you should strike a submerged 
derelict on your trip?’’ 

“What if an ocean liner should strike a 
submerged derelict? I think we would have 
the betier chance because the submarines 
are built so that they would glance or slide 
off many objects. But that contingency is 
so remote that it isn't even shought of. 

“We expect to make that 2% miles under 
water in a short time, and, by the Way, 
that reminds me of the way experis have 

sen fooled regarding travel under water. 

ney have insisted that we can't travel 
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THE FULTON ON WAYS

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We can trayel half again as fast with the 
Same power when submerged. That's 
where the designer of the Fulton upsets 
the theorists. When under way on the 
surface the propeller makes a hollow at 
either side of the stern into which the 
water ts constantly trying to fall - That 
makes a pull or drag on any boat and holds 
her back When we are submerged, say at 
the best depth of 35 feet, there is no such 
action as on the surface There are no 
hollows made by the propeller to pull us 
astern, and we go straight through:a solid 
body of water With the same power we 
can go more than half again as fast when 
submerged.”’ 

“Another thing,” interrupted Capt. Mac- 
Arthur, “the Fulton doesn’t sink, as that 
word is used ordinarily. Let me explain 
this. Through the five Kingston valves in 
the bottom enough water is admitted into 
the compartments to bring her to the point 
of sinking. She has a buoyancy of 13 
tons—that is, it takes 13 tons to send her 
to the bottom, but she is only sent there 
for experimental purposes, as she was in 
that recent 15-hour test. By the way, did 
you know that the air tanks were not called 
on in that experiment? They were not 
needed, as the air in the body of the boat 
was sufficient for the men. 

“But about this submerging. All of the 
buoyancy is not taken out of her. Enough 
is left to give her the very slightest inclina- 
tion to rise: so jf left alone she gradually 
would come to the surface. This leaves her 
absolutely “urider control of the horizontal 
rudder. If it is raised’ it throws her nose 
up, and as she Is under way she rises on 
this imaginary inclined plane. If it is low- 
ered, her nose lowers and she follows. Her 


action is so rapid and she obeys so quickly 
that I have seen her rise and disappear in 
her famous porpoise act three times in five 
seconds.’’ 

“What else can this submarine wonder 
do?’ Capt. Cable was asked. 

“Well,” he said, with one of his rare 
emiles, ‘‘give me the submarines for safety. 
I made more than 500 dives in the old Hol- 
land and the Fulton can do anything except 
climb trees.’’ 

In the run under water from Greenburg to 
New Suffolk Capt, Cable permitted the rep- 
resentative of the Sunday Post-Dispatch to 
stand in the conning tower to see how the 
boat is steered when submerged. Above wat- 
er one can see plainly through the small 
thick glasses in the tiny tower, which is in 
the center of the boat. It only admits the 
head and shoulders of one man and when 
submerged he steers only by a compass, 
which is in front of him. Attached to the 
side of the boat is a queer looking affair 
much like a steam gauge. A hand there 
points to the number of feet the boat is be- 
low the surface, that being most accurataely 
shown by the pressure of the water. At- 
tached to this is a spirit level, showing the 
angle at which the boat ig tilted, 
whether rising or descending. A small 
steel indicator shows the position of 
the rudder. These are the simple 
and exact indications upon which 
they depend when under the water. The 
captain in the conning tower gets the di- 
rection and points the boat at the enemy, 
sighting it instead of the torpedo. His as- 
sistant at his elbow regulates the proper 
depth and at the right moment the captain 
gives, the order to fire. 

Just how close they can get to an enemy 


with assurance of success, then get away 
in. safety, is a thing of constant experi- 
mént, rapidly approaching exactness. Capt. 
MacArthur was in charge of some interest- 
ing experiments in this line a few years. 
ago. A. lot of ducks, chickens, d8gs and 
sheep were placed alive itn.a steel shell and 
sunk, while a charge of 120 pounds of wet 
guncotton was exploded under water. The 
experiments proved most gratifying, as the 
charge finally was put off within 100 yards, 


without injuring the animals in the least, 


their hearing not even being affected. 
Whether they finally got so close as to kill 
the martyrs in the steel shell the captain 
would not say, but it is certain that the 
experiments gave great confidence to all 
the men in the submarines, protected as 
they are by a most rigid steel shell, offering 
a target too small to hit when awash and 
protection against shock when submerged. 
The probabilities are that a torpedo scarce- 
ly would cause a tremor if fired within 50 
yards of the Fulton as the Water acts asa 
cushion to ward off the blow. 

Aside from the little mechanism told of 
and the gas engine and motor in the stern, 
and the torpedo tube and air cylinders in 
the bow, there is not much to attract a 
layman ‘below except the quarters for the 
men, and the appearance of the shell, or 
hull, itself. The lines are most graceful, 
each being an arc of a circle. 

But the ‘“‘quarters’’ are somewhat amus- 
ing, except, perhaps, to the 10 men who 
must occupy them on that trip to Washing- 
ton. They consist of cushioned benches 
2% feet long and only 18 inches wide. While 
they are not benches, they look like them. 
In reality they cover a part of the tank 
in the am'dship bottom, which gives the 


boat its power of rising and sinking. They 
are not even bunk:, and the men just 
have room to lie down flat, one stretching 
after the other on the*long, |narrow cush- 
jions.. Capt. Cable says he is going to take 
a steward along on the trip, but if so it 
means a steward with a ehafing dish. 
However, no one ever supposed a eub- 
marine terror was built for luxurious liv- 
ing. 

On deck affairs were decid@dly more en- 
tertaining, if not important. The captain 
said the new propeller was working beauti- 
fully with the electric motor. In truth, as 
the queer looking craft sped by indifferent 
scallop fishermen, there was hardly a 
tremor from the great wheel, while the 
action of the motor was noiseless. Wild 
ducks, of which there are flocks of thou- 
sands wintering in the bay, permitted the 
Fulton to approach closely» when in twos 
or threes: The larger flocks got up further 
away because of some timid members, but 
she got closer to most of them than any 
sailboat could. Occasionally a pair of coots, 
or, perhaps, the racier b“ck ducks, would 
quarter away within beautiful range. That 
would make a great ducking boat, that 
Fulton, with a few branches of trees to 
cover the small conning tower and a 
concealed gunner. With about one-third 
speed on to prevent ripples she could run 
over the whole duck family before they 
would know what it was all about. 

But the men on deck weren't thinking of 
ducks. and it is possible they didn’t even 
glance at them. The power suddenly was 
changed to gasoline and the speed in- 
creased instantly, as the Fulton sprang 
away under the stronger force. The elec- 
tric motor is for use when submerged, and 


gives a speed of about six knots. The mofe 
powerful gasoline eng'ne can't be used long — 
when the boat is under water, as it con- 
sumes about ten parts of air to one part | 
gasoline with every explosion in the eylin- 
dere. Gasoline is cheap enough, but air is 
most precious when submerged, as the men. 
need a little of it for themselver. 

The speed had increased so rapidly that 
the deck was awash with a vengeance, and 
the men tn dry rubber boots glanced in- 
quiring!y at the captain. He didn’t say 
what the speed was, nor did Capt. Mac- 
Arthur, as they aren't making public their 
reports. One of the men, however, said that 
the old propeller had given a speed of eight 
and one-half knots awash, but he thought 
the new one was pushing the Fulton ahead 
at an easy ten knots. 

Of Jessup’s Point and Hog Neck Point, - 
where the ice was almost four tnches thick, 
the little submarine wonder exhibited her 
ability to run through ice. ‘Her accom- 
plishment in her first ice-breaking expert 
ence evidently was a source of amazement 
to the men and of the keenest delight to 
Capt. Cable and the interested and obrery- 
ing government expert, though they sald 
little, except that the Fulton's performance 
was wonderful. But that part, of course, 
will be contained in a long and serious re- 
port, both to the government and the grati- 
fied Holland people. 

As the nose of the little wonder uptilted 
the ice, which immediately cracked, broke 
into pieces in falling off the rounded bow, 
her captain ordered half speed. Even at 
that she went fast, with absolutely no 
shocks or crashings, except the 
musical sound given out by the ice as it 
parted. : 


WHEN SIENKIEWICZ AND MODJESKA WERE AMERICAN COLONISTS 
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The Author of “Quo Vadis” Tells the Story of the 


Polish Colony Which Came to America 
and Settled in California Twenty- 
Five Years Ago. 


ENRY SIENKIEWICZ, the Polish au- 
H thor of “Quo Vadis" and other well 

known books, was arrested in Ger- 
many last week and taken to Berlin to an- 


swer charges of lese majeste. He made 
the defense that he was not a subject of 
Emperor William, but of the Czar of Rus- 


‘sia. being a nobleman of Poland in Rus- 


sia. 

At a recent dinner party in London, Sien- 
kiewiey entertained the cumpany, which in- 
cluded many Americans, with a fascinating 
storv of the Polish colony established in 
the United States 2 years ago. Sienkiewicz 
was himself a member of the colony, and 
Mme. Modjeska, the actress, and her hus- 
band also belonged. 

Among all the attempts at colonization 
in California none was at once s0 ro 
mantic, so beautifully planned and so pitti- 
filly disastrous as the Polish colony at 
Anaheim % yearseago. All of the Polish 
colonists came from the proudest and 
most cultured homes in ancient Poland, 
and each colonist was a genius itn some 
field. of culture and mental achievement. 
In the littie band of men and women were 
poets who have enriched their native liter- 
ature, composers who have charmed the 
musical wvrld, two painters whose works 
sell for small fortunes, and one dramatist 
who has been thrice chosen for special 
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While other colonists in California have 
been forined to work out the application of 
some religious idea as applied to modern 
modes of life, or to elucidate by practical 
living some new-fangled idea in economiccs, 
or to prove by actual demonstration what 
vegetable foods solely would do for the 
race, the Poles came to Southern Califor- 
nia solely te live easily, to gain their live- 
lihood from their crops, and meanwhile to 
develop art to their fullest extent—in other 
words to dwell under our serene skies, close 
by the ocean shore and always in sight 
of the inspiring mountains just as the Ath- 
enians did in the heyday of their arts. 
In some respects the Polish colony is even 
more interesting than the famous Brook 
Farm ot Emerson, Thorea', Hawthorne and 
Dana in Massachusetts, in 184k 

The story of how the Poles came to es- 
tablish their colony under the shadow of 
the Sierras, a few miles from the tossing 
blues of the Pacific, ts, according to Mr. 
Sienkiewicz, as follows: 

“There was a famous club or salon of 
the genial literary, editorial, histrionic, ar- 
tistic and musical young men and women 
of Cracow, Poland. The club met in fre- 
quent salons at one another's home. At 
about 1875 Russia was bearing more heav- 
ily than usual upon the freedom of » vlitical 
speech and opinion among the Polish. The 
salons took up the 
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that about that time a lot of circulars, 
printed in French, and seting off the profits 
and delights of Southern California, came 
to the attention of the club young men, 
along with a description of the California 
climate, the fertility of the asi and roseate 
pictures of the agricultural products, The 
circular was the seed from which grew 
the Polish colony in California. 

“*Ah, how idyllic it all seemed to us as 
we used to gather in our little salons in 
Cracow that last spring and talk over the 
plans for our colony in California,’ said 
Mme. Morjeska in relating the story of the 
colony 

“In September, 1876, the colony was OFr- 
ganized in Cracow. Its total funds amount- 
ed to about $48,000, 
Mme. Modjeska put in the savings of sev- 
eral years and the younger unmarried men, 
as Sienkiewicz, contributed all their petty 
savings. The colony rendezvoused at Ber- 


lin and sailed from Bremen, reaching New 


York in the last days of the Centennial 
Exposition at Philadelphia. Probably no 
more expectant, enthusiastic people ever 
landed at New York: 

“Finally the Poles decided on a location 
for their co-operative farm. They settled 
on some 150 acres in Santa Anna Valley, 
near the quaint old German settlement of 
Anaheim. In 1877 there were but 7000 or 
8000 persons in Los Angeles, and San Diego 
had a population of but 4000, 

“The colony buildings comprised two 
large, cheaply built frame structures and 
some small one-story cottages seattered 
about the ranch. The second floors of the 
larger buildings were dormitories for the 
unmarried men. Downstairs there were 
scantily furnished music rooms and a half- 
dozen tiny apartments for portait paint- 
ing, modeling in clay and Itterary work. 
In one of the large rooms shelves were con- 
structed and here was to be the start of a 
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for transaction of the colony’s material af- 
fairs was erected near by Mme. Modjeska’s 
home, but the altruistic colonists had no 
liking for such prosaic things as cash 
books, ledgers and other paraphernalia of 
business. Cobwebs and dust soon decked 
the office and were never removed, 

“It is humorously pitiful how far short 
the Poles ever came”from fulfillment of 
their dreams and aspirations for making 
their colony at Anaheim the center of aes- 
theticism. They believed that, given a like 
environment, climate, scenery and stimulus, 
moderns might achieve the same perfection 
in all branches of art as the ancient Greeks. 

“Everyone in the colony at Anaheim was 
a genium. Mme. Modjeska and her hus- 
band, Count Bozenta, were leaders, because 
of their charming personalities and thelr 
executive ability, where chere was so lit- 
tle of that quality. They were known 
as Mr. and Mrs. Chapolowsky. Henry Sien- 
kiewicz was a siight, black-haired and re- 
tiring man of about 22. He had already cast 
his lot in literature. 1

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AY up in northern Holland, among 
the dikes and canals of Queen WII- 
helmina’s little kingdom, lies Broek, 


the original Spotless Town. 
The palings of the fences of Broeck are 


A sky biue. 
The streets are paved with shining bricks 


ef many colors. 
The houses are rose-colored, black, gray, 


~ purple, light blue or pale green. 

The doors are painted and gilded. 

For hours you may not see a soul in the 
streets or at the windows. The streets and 
houses, bridges, windows and barns show a 
neatness and a brilliancy that are abso- 


lutely painful. 

At every step a new effect is disclosed, a 

new sense is beheld, as if painted upon 

the drop curtain of a stage. Everything is 
minute, compact, painted, spotiess and 
clean. 

In the houses of Broeck, for cleaning pur- 
poses, you will find big brooms, little 
brooms, tooth brushes, dusters, scrubbing 
brushes, aquafortis, whiting for the window 
panes, rouge for the forks and spoons, coal 
dust for the copper, emery for the iron 
utensils, brick powder for the floors, and 
even small splinters of wood with which to 
pick out the tiny bits of straw in the cracks 
‘betweeen the bricks. 

Here are some of the rules of this wonder- 
ful town: | | 

“Citizens must leave their shoes at 
the door when entering a house. 

_ Before or after sunset no one is al- 
lowed to smoke excepting with a pipe 
having a cover, so that the ashes will 
met be scattered upon the street. 

Anycne crossing the vilage on horse- 
back must get out of the saddle and 
lead the horse. 

A cuspidor shall be kept by the front 
Goor of each house, where it may be 
accessible from the window. 

“It is forbidden to cross the village in 
a@ carriage or to drive animals through 


the streets. 


In Gdition to these established rules it 
is the custom for every citizen who sees a 


leaf or a bit of straw blown before his house 

by the wind to go and pick it up and 

throw it into the canal. 

‘The people of Spotless Town go 500 paces 
out the evillage to dust their shoes.

between the bricks in the streets four 
times: an hour.

The trunks of all the trees are painted gray 
from root to branch. Across the streams 
are many little wooden bridges, each pair.:- 
ed as white as snow. 

The gutters of Spotless Town are orna- 
mented with a sort of wooden festoon per- 
forated like lace. The pointed facades are 
surmounted with a small weathercock, a 
little lance or something resemb’ing a 
bunch of flowers. Nearly every house has 
two doors, one in front and one behind, the 
last for every-day entrance and exit, the 
former opened only on great occasions, such 
as births, deaths and marriages. 

The gardeus vf Spotless Town are as pe- 
culiar as the houses. The paths are hardly 
wide enough to walk in. One could put his 
arm around the flower beds. The dainty ar- 
bors would barely hold two nersons sitting 
close together. The litile myrtle hedges 
would scarcely reach ito tns ;.nees of a 4- 
year-old child. 


Between the arbors and the flower beds 
run little canals which seem mie 1o float 
paper boats. They are c*vssed by miniature 
wooden bridges with colored pillars and par- 
apets. There are ponds the size of a bath, 
which are almost conceaiel by Lilicutian 
boats tied with red cords to blue stakes, 
ne Staircases and miniature kitchen gzer- 

ens, 


Everything could be measured with the 
hand, crossed at a leap, demolished by a 
biow. Moreover, there are trees cut in tho 
shape of fans, plumes and disks, with their 
trunks colored white and blue. A: every 
step one discovers a new effect, a fresh 
combination of hues, a novel caprice, some 
flew absurdity. 


The rooms of Spotless Town gre very tiny 
and resemble so many bazars. There are 
porcelain figures on the cupboards; Chinese 
cups and sugarbowls un and vnder the ta- 
bles; plates fastened on the wal!s conceal- 
ing the floor; clocks, ostrich eggs, shells, 
vases, plates, glasses placed in every corner 
and concealed in every noox; cupboards full 
of hundreds of trifles aad »ruaments with- 
out name, a crowd’. disorder and utter 
confusion of colors. 


In former times the village'of Broek, or 
Spotless Town, was called the Village of 
Millionaires because neary all ite inhabl- 
tants were wealthy merchants who setlied 
there for the love of retirement. 

Gradually, however, they have moved 
away and the old order of things has prac- 
tically disappeared. At present Broek has 
about a thousand inhabitants, of whom 
the greater number make cheese. The otn- 
érs are storekeepers, farmers and mechal- 
ics who live on their incomes. 


Although Broek has declined {ft 1s still 
visited by almost all strangers who travel 
in Holland. Among many notable visitors 
one may find the names of Victor Hugo, 
Walter Scott, Gambetta and Emile Augier, 
the dramatist. 


Among the souvenirs there is a paper 
weight presented by the Emperor and Em- 


— 
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rress of Russia. Alexander of Russia and 
Napoleon the Great have also visited Spot- 
‘ess Town. 

Of this:wonderful village Washington Ir- 
ving has written: ' 

“I alighted outside of the village, for no 
horse nor vehicle is permitted to enter its 
precincts, lest it should cause defilement of 
its well-scoured pavements. Shaking the 
dust off my feet, therefore, I appeared te 
enter, with due reverence and circumsp*c- 
tion, this sanctum sanctorum of Dutch 
cleanliness. 


“I entered a narrow street, paved with 
yellow bricks, laid edgewise, and so clean 
that one might eat from them. Indeed, 
they are actually worn deep, not by the 
tread of feet, but by the friction of the 
scribbing brush. 


“The spirit of cleanliness among the in- 
habitants amounts almost to a religion. 
The women pass the greater part of their 
time rubbing and scrubbing and painting 
and varnishing. Each housewife vies with 
her neighbor in her devotion to the scrub- 
hing brush. It is even said that a notable 
housewife of the place in days of yore is 
held in pious remembrance and almost 
canonized as a saint for having dicd of 
pure exhaustion and chagrin in an ineffect- 
ual attempt to scour a black man white. 

“I was fortunate enough with the aid of 
a guide to make my way into the kitchen 
of one of these wonderful little cottages. 
The cook, a little wiry hook-nosed woman, 
worn thin by incessant action and-friction, 
Was busiling about among her kettles and 
saucepans, with the scullion at her heeds, 
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both clattering in wooden shoes, which 
were as clean and white as the milk palis. 
Rows of vessels of brass and copper, regi- 
ments of pewter dishes and portly por- 
ringers, gave resplendent evidence of the 
intensity of their cleanliness. 

“The same scrupulous cleanliness which 
pervades everything else is manifested in 
the treatment of the family cow. She is rut 
permitted to roam about the place; but in 
winter when she forsakes the rich pastare 
a well-built house is provided for her, weil- 
painted and maintained in the most perfect 
order. The floor<ds scrubbed and puwlished, 
her hide is daily curried and brushed and 
sponged to her beart’s content, ard her tail 
is daintily tucked up to the ceiling and de- 
orated with a ribbon. 


“For a long time the inhabitants lived in 
a great state of indifference as to religious 
matters; it was in vain that their preach- 
ers endeavored to arouse their thoughts to 
a future; the joys of heaven, as commoniy 
depicted, were but little to their taste. 

“At length a dominie appeared among 
them who struck out in a different ven. 
He depicted the new Jerusalem as a place 
all smooth and level, with beautiful dykes 
and ditches and cana’s; with houses au 


shining with paint and varnish and g'azed | 


tiles, and where there should wever come 
horse or donkey or cat or jog or anything 
that could make noise or -lirt, but there 
should be nothing but rubb'ng and gilding 
and varnishing forever and ever, amen’ 

“Since that time the good housewives of 
Broeck have all turned their faces Zion- 
ward.” . 
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FIGHTING INDIA’S PLAGUE 
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Scientists Do a Wonderful 


Work in the Manufacture 


of Microb-s at Bombay’s Great Laboratory. 


N BOMBAY a wonderful work is being 
done now to fight the plague. The pest 
antitoxin is being manufactured there 

by wholesale. In the great plague labora- 
tory, occupying the old government house, 
enough liquid is made at one time to dose 
32,000. people. Hundreds of natives are en- 
gaged in packing the vials that contain it 
for shipment to all parts of the world. The 
place looks like a thriving factory where 
something that is in vast demand commer- 
cially is being turned out in feverish haste. 

A great goat stable is the first odd sight 

in the laboratory. Goats are used for me- 
diums to propagate the microbe because 
goats’ flesh is not obnoxious to the re- 
ligious prejudices of any of the many 
castes, religions and creeds in India, and, 
therefore, there is no danger that patients 
will refuse it on such grounds, 

The goats’ fiesh is treated with acids and 

then heated under enormous pressure for 


about six hours, until it gives forth a pitch 
black albuminous solution. This is prao- 
tically the same as what can be found im 
the human stomach after it has digested 
the same material. 

The liquid is passed through animal char- 
coal. This decolorizes it and renders it 
still further antiseptic. 

In an outhouse stands a mighty boiler, 
which is kept going day and night. Long 
lines of rails lead to it, and along these 
rails there come aj] day and all! night long 
the little flasks with the prepared juice. 
They are dumped into the boiler and there 
undergo two separate and complete cook- 
ings to sterilize the medium perfectly. 
Then they are loaded on other little cars 
that whisk them into the great ‘poison 
room,”’ the laboratory, where the most hor- 
rible malady and pest known to man is 
kept stored in tens of thousands of flasks. 

The room where they are kept is the one 


in which, in the old days, the great gov- 
ernors of Bombay held their famous ban- 
quets that were unequaled anywhere for 
splendor and luxury. 

The banquet tables are filled as they were 
then—but their present load is a frightful 
one. In tube shouldering tube there arg 
penned millions on millions of pest bac- 
cilli. 

The guide lights a candle (for the bac- 
cilli are kept in darkness, since they thrive 
better that way), and holds it behind:a row 
of the deadly and frightening tubes. At 
once here is a fairy sight. In each vial 
hangs a stalactite—a fleecy wonder of a 
whiteness so dainty, so soft, that they look 
like the airiest and purest snows that ever 
fell. The dark rich wine color of the 
liquid in which they are kept makes them 
seem all the more magnificent and beauti!- 
ful. The guide shakes a flask and the 
Stalactite becomes dissolved and floats 
through the liquid in a filmy cloud that 
shimmers with a million points of light. 
Then the film collects in hundreds of tiny 
little bails and drifts down to the bottom 
of the flask in miniature dancing snow 
storms. And all that purity, that dream-like 
whiteness, that unearthly fairness, is hor- 
rible, malignant, virulent plague, corrup- 
tion untellable and/ frightful death. 

As the flasks of prepared medium are 


brought into this poison room by the swift 
little cars they are taken by operators and 
opened with all precautions to preserve 
their sterility. Each operator has a curi- 
ous instrument in one hand. It ts the 
“Pasteur balion,”’ and consists of a glass 
bulb from which extend two long spouts. 
One of these spouts is plugged in two places 
with cotton and has a mouthpiece on the 
end of it. The other spout is long and 
thin, and sealed at the end. The flask con- 
taining the goats’ flesh serum is placed in 
a larger flask and held in a sloping posi- 
tion. A Bunsen burner is applied to the 
spout withthe mouthpiece and particu- 
larly to those parts of the spout where tne 
cotton wadding is, until the heat has been 
great enough to kill any microbes that 
may have come into it from the air. Then 
the sealed end of the other spout is broken 
off and the burner is held to it long enough 
to kill off any extraneous matter that may 
have entered the e. Then this end ts dippod 
into“the medium and the operator blows in- 
to the mouthpiece. He has his mouth very 
close to enough deadly poison to depopu- 
late Asia, but he seems to think nothing at 
all of it. 

With mechanical regularity and celerity 
he fills flask after flask with the plague 
germs. As soon as one is filled another 
operator seals it and labels it with date and 


all particulars, and off it goes to another 
rcom. 

In this the flasks are placed in a boiler 
and heated for an hour, care being taken 
to keep the temperature even. Then they 
are cooled rapidly in troughs. In this way 
the microbe is killed. Then to the toxin 
is added % per cent of pure carbolic atid, 
also sterilized. 

The liquid after that is ready to be sy- 
phoned into bottles, a process in which 
again are manifest the wonderful care and 
exactitude necessary in all that pertains to 


bacteriological science. Again there is ste- 
rilizing with the Bunsen burner. The come 
tents are drawn off into heated medicine 
bottles stoppered and sterilized cottonwood 
plugs. These plugs are removed, the necks 
of the bottles are heated and the bottles are 
closed with corks. .

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Finds That American Women Retain a Great Deal 
of the Barbaric in Their Customs and Dress, 


ISS BALU PADSINGH, Hindoo by 
M birth, who has been studying in 
England and traveling in Europe 
for nearly nine years, is at present in this 
country to study conditions here and to 
compare Americans with other peonles she 
has known. She is the daughter of a rich 
Indian merchant and went to England in 
the care of an English family to be edu- 
cated. 

Wihb this family she has resided in Lon- 
don for the greater part of her absence 
from home, and she is now the guest in 
New York of friends of her English guard- 
lans. She is a woman of unusual mental 
powers and seemingly of great earnestness 
of purpose. 

“IT am in the United States,” she says, ‘‘as 
I have been in Canada, to see the people. I 
have seen but a section of the great north- 
west—a region of the future, I should say; 
parts of thé lake country, several of your 
great cities, notably Chicago and Boston, 
together with somc manufacturing towns, 
and now New York. 

“Just here I may say, without in the least 
desiring to be critical, that the finest spe- 
cimens of womanhood I have seen in the 
world I met in several of the western 
states, particularly Montana, Minnesota, 
Wiséonsin, Michigan and Illinois.”’ 

“In what respect did they tmpress you?” 

“In “their bodily and mental vigor, itnde- 
pendence of character and action; in a 
word, in their completeness. And there !s 
nothing on earth, in kind, to be compared 
with their spirit of comradeship and hbds- 
pitality. : 

“The absence of classes in the West helps 
to make the people the charmingly natura] 
men and women that they are. They are 
slever, too, inventive and creative, and 
solving problems as they meet them. One 
sees the spirit of a great people, and it is 
a moving force in that glorious: region. 

“I think them the most patriotic Amer!i- 
cans I have met, the most appreciative of 
the blessings of @ republican form of gov- 
ernment and the most hopeful for its fu- 
tyre. Conservatism is a word the meaning 
of which they do not appear to know, and 
their tolerance and catholicity makes them 
what they are, sincere and high minded. 

“In the East the ‘people seem more cau- 
tious and reserved, certainly more preju- 
diced as to colur and race. This is not said 
in condemnation; it is merely to empha- 
size the exceptional traits of the people 
of the West. 

“Of the Western cities I saw but little 
except Chicago, in which city I stayed to 
learn, thinking I should find in it repre- 
sentatives of all types in your nation. In 
all fairness to Chicago I should say of it 
only this: I am not prepared to express 
an unbiased judgment for a reason per- 
fectly natural to me, a Hindoo, trained 
through countless ancestors and the cus- 
toms of my country, to abhor the killing 
of animals and the eating of flesh. 

“My well meaning but injudicious guides, 
@n English family to whom I carried letters 


from relatives in England, thought to show 
me Chicago's greatest feature, first, and 
took me to the stock mart where thou- 
sands of cattle are daily slaughtered. The 
sight, so awful beyond imagination to con- 
ceive, so horrified me that my blood almost 
congealed. 

“Iam wretched at this moment recalling 
it and the mention of the name of the city 
makes me shudder. If I believed in a 
personal God, as do the American people, 
T should live in terror of His instant wrath. 
Unspeakable to me is.this crime of animal 
slaughter, and utterly debasing in its in- 
fluence over all whe engage in it.” 

“What do you think of the American 
woman in general?’ 

“The exceptional women here represent 
the ideal woman, and when the majority 
of your women become what a few are al- 
teady then you wil! see a free people, then 
you will have a repubfic in reality, not in 
semblance. This country lacks what all 
the world lacks, great women. 

“Men all over the world are trying to 
rule each other. Women are in the back- 
ground sharing al] the disabilities, bearing 
unequa! burdens. Women are discovering 
that the secret of supreme power lies in 
self-rule, and they are learning self-control, 
telf-culture and, less rapidly, but surely, 
self-justice.’’ ee 

‘You favor woman suffrage, then?’ 

“IT advocate woman’s enfranchisement 
from conditions far more viial to her im- 
mediate well being than the voting privi- 
lege would give her now. I would see her 
the real world power, and this she will 
become after she has attained her full self- 
sovereignty—I am using idle words unless 
I impress you with the deep significance 
of my. meaning on this point. 

‘“Prehaps I can best show it to you by a 
particular example of failure, due to wom- 
an’s lack of self-completeness. In this 
country is a great organization of women, 
known all over the world as the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, one known to 
us all. I had the privilege of knowing, 
personally and well, the really spiritual 
woman who inspired it and led it og to Its 
greatest period of usefulness—the lamented 
Frances Willard. 

“T told her, as I am telling you, my ex- 
planation of the failure of this organization 
to achieve the fractional part of the 
power it should have gained long ago, I 
told her that the opposition of men in gen- 
eral, of the liquor dealers in particular, is 
not the cause of the public indifference. 
Not at all. 

“The attitude of women toward the sub- 
ject is full of inconsistencies and insincer- 
ity, and until the right attitude is taken 
there will be no real success. I.told Miss 
Willard that she could not convert a pers 
son to a desire for a pure life while 
she herself debased her body in flesh eat- 
ing. 

“American women, like the women of 
all Europe, are less strong than men; they 
attribute the fact to nature, and believe 


the cant that they are the weaker vessel. 
This being a false assumption, they never 
advance the line of argument beyond it. 

‘Women are not born what they become, 
and the primary cause of their enfeeble- 
ment is their clothing—not their habits. 
These bar the way of women and women 
alone can remove these disabilities.” 

‘What do you suggest in the way of im- 
provem@nt?’’ was asked. 

“First diet; next dress, next—but,. there 
will be little difficulty—in overcoming eth- 
er faults when women live and dress in the 
right way. I have n in many public 
Places in this country® have seen that 
all classes of women in@ulge, for instance, 
in the custom of wearing furs and feathers 
of animals. and thus increase the crudeness 
of their clothing by these barbaric ad- 
juncts. 

“Old and young alike wear head coverings 
that are grotesque to vulgarity, All classes 
are ruled by fashions—fashions that ‘soon 
are supplanted by others no less ridiculous. 
In your churches the dress of women is in- 
compatible with real worship. 

“IT went to the grand cathedral here on 
Sunday last and stood looking over the 
congregation. It made me think of a vast 
barnyard, with here‘ and there an ostrich 
feather, that was a reminder of other fowis 
than the domesticated chicken.”’ ’ 

“The women of the Northwest impressed 
me as being the superiors of all the other 
women I have seen. They have their faults 
but they are responsive to appeals to their 
better nature. They are incomplete and re- 
alize it, and they want to learn. 

“I love women, I believe in their ulti- 
mate growth into conditions they seem but 
to realize vaguely now, I condemn nothing 
as hopeless, for when once the spirit is 
quickened lives can be transformed in the 
twinkling of an eye. 


“The germ of all good is in us all, and 
the women of the United States prove by 
the multiplicity of thelr public activities 
that they are capable of great things. There 
is an invisible goodness in the world that 
women wilt develop and cause to bear fruit. 

“Your religion teaches you that God pun- 
ishes the wicked and rewards the virtu- 
ous, and everywhere you see the wicked 
flourish and the virtuous bearing unequal 
burdens. But you women are humble in 
religious matters, much more so than in 
other things, yet I believe you distinguish 
between accident and essence, and TI in 
common with all observant Hindoos look to 
the women to throw off the formalities of 
religion first, and to face the truths of 
existence enfranchised by thelr own 
strength of mind.”’

genious, if not amazing, treatment. 

The color ward on the islend presents a 
kaleidoscopic effect on the nterior. Each 
room ite painted in the most vivid of prt- 
mary colors. There are startling red and 
violet rooms, and yellow rooms fairly daz- 
zling. 

But the most violent patients are not 
confined in these lively colored apartments. 
The hospital contains women with wild 
éyes and uncadenced voices, forever rest- 
less, miles removed from the ordinary nor- 
mal state of sanity. They are not forci- 
bly restrained. They are calmed by the 
gentie hands of their faithful nurses, and 
their sleeping potion is—the. black, black 
walls before them; walls so black that a 
dungeon might seem light in comparison. 

In cases of acute mania these black walls 
are necessary. The absence of light de- 
privées the patient of his vivid and free im- 
agination. A light room gives full scope 
for his mad thoughts and mental! pictures, 
while in the black room, not being able to 
gee even the bed, the poor creature's mind 
grows more quiet, and generally at the end 
of % hours he drops to sleep, and when he 
wakés from an eight-hour rest his mind is 
@o much clearer that a window shade may 
be raised a bit. 

One young girl—on the island only a very 
short time—has been put in a red room. She 
is a victim of melancholia. For days at a 
‘time she has sat without raising her eyes 

-from the floor, without eating except when 
foroed to.

Finally she 
reached the white room, and then joined 
the other convalesents in the pale pink cor- 
ridor used for the day. i 

Because the last five years have seen & 
change in Ward’s Island; because gentle 
treatment has become the rule, it has. been 
assumed that a better class of patrons have 
been sent there. But this is not thecase. ine 
patients come from wretched country farm- 
houses, from crowded east-side tenements, 
in many instances, from the steerage of an 
ocean liner. The truth is that the change 
has been wrought by the inauguration of 
color treatment. 

Italians, when they are insane, are raving 
maniacs in almost every instance. The 
highly strung nervous temperament, the 
wild love for excitement and the great rest- 
lessness that is characteristic of the race 
develop, not melancholia, but downright 
madness, 

These people are to be found in the black 
and violet rooms of the color ward. The 
degree of color they are surrounded by is 
governed entirely by the degree of their 
insanity. A man with a sub-mania is put 
in a: violet or blue room. The colors and 
rays of light thrown on him are all quiet- 
ing, but not depressing. if he were to be 
placed in a deep-green room he would, with- 
out doubt, the doctors say, become hope 
lessly insane. Sometimes a combination of 
music and color has been tried. A melan- 
cholia patient, in her red room, has been 
given .a treatment of piano music. A sim-

flar course is taken with the maniac in 
her black, or violent, room. Of course, the 
‘music is of an entirely opposite character 
in thé different cases—the woman in red 
hearing a lively march and the patients 
in the dark rooms something soft and sooth- 
ing. 

Dr. Dent has not found that the music, 
continued in conjunction with the color 
treatment, brings great enough results to 
be continued, so he has dropped it, and 
save for the weekly dances the music is 
not given. q

the long sewing-room, but an interesting 
one, and savors of old Twelfth Night rev- 
elry. . 

The 6th of January—Twelfth Night—was 
celebrated on the island by a mask-ball, 
and the costumes, thought out and made 
by women who had been confined in the 
color wards, were interesting and curious, 
because they were the results of minds 
lately distracted and filled with the cruel- 
est of hallucinations. 

The whirling and skipping could not have 
been more lively in any ballroom, and the 
pleasure ws sincere. These dancers were 
not there to display ‘‘frocks and frills,’’ but 
to enjoy a frolic, and by the time the last 
boat left the island for town at 12 o'clock 
the room resembled a vast kaleidoscope 
turned by some giant power. 

Many of these patients had but lately 
left the color wards, benefited by the treat- 
ment but not cured. All of them knew 
Dr. Dent and Dr. Evarts, and spoke to 
them with great interest. 

The principles involved appear to be that 
insanity is a matter of nerves as well as of 
brains, and that persons thus affected re- 
spond to stimn.i exactly opposite to those 
that agreeably affect the normal person. 

If, for instance, in your sahe normal state 
you find green surroundings restful and 
blue surroundings depressing, experiment 
to see whether the nerves be not true when 
you occasionally find yourself in a state of 
incipient melancholia. 

This, of course, on the assumption that 
almost everybody has melancholia or ex- 
treme nervous depression at one time and 
another. 

And if the test shows that In your ab- 
normal state you find red and blue rooms 
soothing in the influence, you will under- 
stand the practical value of the system so 
successfully applied to the insane. 

A stout grasp of the principle might in- 
deed be of value in straightening out the 
ordinary frousehold.

Later critics have declared it to be “the 
richest and most {important composition of 
all the various Madonna pictures of Ra- 
phael.”’ It is recognized to be an HUlustra- 
tion of the period in Raphael's life when he 
showed the influence of Perugino, Da Vinci 
and Della Porta. 

Aside from its value as a work of art this 
painting possesses an histcrical interest, It 
has been associated with ‘the fate of sev- 
eral of the reigning houses of Europe, In 
1677 the nuns were poverty stricken and re- 
ceived permission from their superiors to 
sell the picture. It was sought by Antonio 
Bigazzini, a nobleman of Perugia, who 
shortly after obtaining it disposed of it to 
the Colonna family in Rome. 

In 1802 the Colonnas sold it to Francis II, 
King of Naples. For more than half a 
century the picture hung in the royal bed- 
room. When the revolution of 1860 broke 
out all over Italy and King ‘‘Bomba’’ was 
driven from Naples, the “Raphael -accom- 
panied him to the fortress. of Gaeta, where 
the royal refugee withstood the historic 
siege. When the fortress finally surrend- 
ered ‘in 1861 and the King went into exile in 
Spain, the valued canvas was taken along 
in the care of his financier and factotum, 
the Duke of Ripaldi. 

A few years later—in 1867—the picture was 
for sale, The National Gallery was anxious 
to obtain it. Sir William Boxall, the di- 
rector, consulted with Disraeli, who was 
then prime minister, and Baron Rothschild 
was intrusted with the negotiations. But 
the Duke of Ripaldi had given the first call 
to the French government. Empress Eu- 
genie had urged the purchase for the 
Louvre and a price of a million francs 
($200,000) had been agreed upon. Before all 
arrangements could be completed—this was 
in May, 1870—the Franco-German war broke 
out, lis disastrous effects on the fortunes 
of the Napoleons canceled all the negotia- 
tions and the painting remained in the pos- 
session of the ex-King of Naples. He loaned 
it for exhibition to the South Kensington 
Museum, where it hung at the time of his 
death. The heirs finally sold it to M. Sedel- 
meyer, from whom Mr. Morgan bought it. 

Hanging opposite to the Raphael at the 
Royal Academy is Van Dyck’s ‘Portraits 
of the Machesa Spinola and her Child,”’ 
another of Mr. Morgan’s important plic- 
tures. The canvas is a large one, with full- 
length, life-size figures. The Marchese is 
seen in a three-quarter view. Her counte- 
nance indicates her to have been about 30 
years of age. She is gowned in a bright, 
maroon-colored silk robe with a full ruff of 
grayish muslin and a crown of jewels sits 
on her dark hair.

HE collection of paintings which is 
now owned by Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan 
may be said to be the most valuable 

of any in the possession of a private col- 
lection. The recent addition to it have 
made it rank with such government gal- 
leries as those of the Louvre in Paris, the 
“Gruene Gewoelbe” in Dresden, the Pin- 
akothek in Munich, the Royal Galleries in 
Berlin and Madrid and the National Gal- 
lery in London. 
A group of these new treasures acquired 
, by Mr. Morgan are at the present time on 
| view at the Winter exhibition of the Royal 
|} Academy and the art lovers of London are 
in raptures over their beauty. 
Most important. of all these immortal 
 @anvases is the one known as ‘“‘The Madon- 
ma of the Convent of San Antonio at Peru- 
gia,”’ and also by the more familiar title of 
the “Colonna Madonna,” painted by Raph- 
gel Sanizo. Mr. Morgan purchased it from 
M. Bedelmeyer, who became its owner in 
1886, and the price paid is officially an- 
nounced as being $500,000. 
_ The painting possessing this extraordinary 
‘value is one of Raphael’s famous works— 
ene which has ‘been the subject of com- 
ment by all the great writers on art. It is 
an altar plé¢e consisting of two pictures 
‘end was painted in 156 for the nuns of St. 
Anthony of Padua at Perugia. 


In the principal panel, which is square—67 
inches in size—the Holy Virgin ts repre- 
gented dressed in a red robe and a blue 
mantle worked with gold, seated on a high 
richly adorned throne, On her right knee 
she holds the infant savior, clothed in a 
white tunic, edged with blue with the partl- 
colored scapular of Saint Anthony of Padua 
embroidered on the shoulder.

MRS. M.—When the skin is dry and rough 
it is an indication that it requires nourish- 
ment or food and a skin food rubbed in is 
the proper treatment. 

I give you a very good formula. You 
must not expect miraculous results immedi- 
ately. 

You will find that the texture of the skin 
will improve in a very few hours, but it 
will take more time to get the cuticle back 
to a normal condition. 

Try using the skin food once or twice a 
day. 

This is the formula to which I refer: 

A Good Skin Food: Take of almond oll 
four ounces, spermaceti one ounce and 
white wax one ounce. Put the three ingre- 
dients in the inner receptacle of a custard 
boiler. Warm by a gentle heat until the 
three ingredients are melted. Then add two 
ounces of lanolin, or. woolfat. Remove from 
the stove and turn into an earthen bowl. 
Add very slowly four ounces of rosewater, 
and one tablespoonful of tincture of ben- 
zoih. The mixture must be stirred steadily, 
or beaten’ if preferred. An egg-beater is 
excellent for the purpose, and the rosewa- 
er and benzoin are added drop by drop, or 
at least very, very slowly. The cream must 
be tightly closed and kept in small open- 
mouthed jars, each with a separate cover. 

The Proper Face Brush. 

MRS. L.—You are evidently not using the 
right brush.

ASHINGTONS NATIONAL ROGUES’ GALLERY 
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Richard: Sylvester, a Former St. Louisan, Is the 
Founder of This New Institution, to Which 
Fifty-Two American Cities Will Contribute 
and Where Bertillons Will Be Carried 
of Every Criminal Who Has. Ever 
‘Been in the Hands of the Police, 


ICHARD SYLVESTER, a former St. Louisan who is now superintendent 
of police at Washington, D. C., has established at Washington a na- 
tional rogues’ gallery, in which it is undertaken to place photographs 

and Bertillon measurements and identifying marks of every criminal known to 


the police of the United States. 


The purpose in establishing this enormous rogues’ gallery is to create a.com- 
munity of interest among the police of America and to establish a head office to 
which application: may be made for information concerning the rogue, the idea 
being that if it is not posssible to get pictures and description of a rogue at the 


Washington office they are not availabie. 


Under the present system inquiries are 


made of the chiefs of police of all the principal cities, necessitating a great deal 


of futile correspondence. 


From information in the hands of Maj. Sylvester, it is estimated that there 


@re a quarter of a million criminals in the United States. 


40,000 who are in the local gallery. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.

IPTY-TWO cities of the United States 
and Canada are contributing to the 
national bureau of criminal indentifi- 

cation which Maj. Richard Sylvester, chief 
of Washington's model police department, is 
establishing in the national capital. It 
is expected that the bureau will eventually 
become a government institution. 

To understand the modus operandi of 
the new bureau you must consider the 
complicated ramifications of crime. The 
tallway and the telegraph have contributed 
almost as much to the success of the crim- 
ina] as of his pursuers up to now. But 
henceforth the unexplored areas of Asia 
and, Africa even will afford an ill abiding 
place for him who attempts to elude the 
keen-eyed men who at an early date will 
get about to make the new bureau inter- 
mational rather than national. 

The walls of the bureau are lined with 
filled with thousands of cards, 
each bearing upon its face the photographs 
of a criminal, one full face and the other

In 
short, these cards are such as regularly 
make up. the Bertillon catalogues used in 
all up-to-date police departments: 
Ali the cards collected in the 52 American 
and Canadian cities contributing to the 


gnaintenance of the bureau—such of them 


at least as represent the current criminal 
clase—are being duplicated and filed in the 
eentral bureau. What a task this is can 


be gleaned from the fact that in Chicago 
@ilone there are 40,000 cards representing the 
oriminal element of the western metropolis 
itself, and 15,000 more representing crim- 
inais from outside communities who 
have been in some way connected 
with Chicago “‘jobs."" Over 40,000 of these 
§5,000 have been collected under the Bertil- 
lon system; the other 15,000 under the old- 
fashioned rogues’ gailery scheme. This 


Chicago alone has 


many of the crooks represented in these 
collections have passed down for final judg- 
ment, perhaps contributing to the rogues’ 
gallery which St. Peter keeps. They have, 
at any rate, ceased to be dangerous on 
earth, and death has saved them the 
disgrace of contributing to the data of the 
national bureau. 

With each Incoming mail Superintendent 
Evans is receiving new cards to be filed 
away in his cabinets, also cipher dispatches 
askng for identification of this or that 
crook, tracked here or there, perhaps to 
Cape Horn or far-away Cathay. . 

Information comes in: “What do you 
know ahout John Doe, alias ‘Skeeter Jack,’ 
alias ‘Dough Ball John,’ alias ‘Foxy John;’ 
head 18.9x14.8, middle finger 11.7, ear 6.46, 
etc., etc.? Card sent.’’ 

Superintendent Evans keeps an exhaus- 
tive card index of names, cross-indexed as 
to aliases. He took up the desired indi- 
vidval in this, and perhaps the search 
brings forth fruit, but generally not. His 
primary index is one of the few ever de- 
vised for any enterprise which does not 
pivotupon an alphabetical classification, 
Letters are of no value therein. Figures 
are what count, and figures alone. 

The thousands of tards aré arranged in 
three groups, each contained in one of the 
three Immense cabinets. The first cabinet 
contains “large heads; the second “‘me- 
dium heade;"’ the third “small heads.” <A 
large head is one which measures 19.3 'cen- 
timeters or over in length. A medium head 
is from 18.8 to 19.2 centimeters long. A small 
is from 18.8 to 19.2 centimeters or under in 
length. Head length, therefore, is the first 
key which opens the cabinet. 


alias “Skeeter Jack,’’ must, therefore, be 


looked for first in the “medium head” cab-, 


inet. There are perhaps found a score or 
more of crooks with heads 18.9 centimeters 
long, but all of these of like head lengths 
are subclassed, first according to head 
widths, second according to length of mid- 
dle finger, and so on down the scale of data 
on each card. All of the cards comparing 
favorably with Joe Doe’s description are 
laid to one side for final comparison with 
the full-face and profile photographs on 
the card sent. A reasonable margin for 
error in measurements is allowed. In fact, 
some of the most important identifications 
so far made by the bureau have been based 
on cards in which these errors have been 
wide. 

Years of training in the science of iden- 
tification are necessary before aptitude, 
much less expertness, can be attained. This 
will be made apparent to anyone who may 
have the privilege of examihing the cards 
representing the various arresis of the same

Instances where crooks 
are killed tn combats with their intended 
victims, or in escaping from the scenes of 
their plunder, are many. In snch cases 
the police of cities. subscribing to the. new 
bureau send their Bertillon operators and 
photographers to morgues. where must be 
gathered the grewsome data for the iden- 
tification cards. Many such cards are 
scattered through the national classifica- 
tion, and all of them are terrible to look 
upon—too ghastly, in fact, to be dilated 
upon here. ! 

*“‘Here,”’ said Superintendent Evans, tak- 
ing one of these cards from a drawer, “‘is 
a hold-up man who did six years in the 
Canyon City, Colo., penitentiary. After his 
release he went into a west side saloon in 
Chicago and atiempted to hold up the bar- 
tender. In the fight which followed he 
was shot and a Newfoundland dog belong- 
ing to the saloonkeeper disfigured him so 
that identification seemed impossible. One 
of the Bertillon operators in Chicago went 
to the morgue, took his measuremenis and 
description. From these we had no diffi- 
culty in ascertaining not only the past rec- 
ord of the highwayman at Canyon City, but 


that he had done time also at Jollet, Ul. 

“‘Here is another criminal whom we photo- 
graphed while he still wore the false nose 
he bought for disguise. Here is a young 
man arrested for.defrauding the malis, 
is a woman impersonator, He has let his 
hair grow to his watet*and has bleached 
it.

isguised as men. Fréquentiy the photog- 
raphers have to do their work while the 
criminals are putting up a fierce fight. Here, 
for example, {s.a picture of James Kelley, 
alias ‘Raymond,’ alias ‘The Artful Dodger,’ 
now serving five years in the Louistana 
state penitentiary. He fought so hard that 
the New Orieans police had to handcuff him 
to the bars of two windows and place the 
leg irons aon him while the photographer 
was doing his work. Even then it required 
two men to hold him by the hair of his 
head.”’

It needs 
but one testimonial to its purity, but a 


single certificate that it is»the real thing, 
and that is the brand “St. Louis.” 

The kraut cutter of the early days never 
dreamed that St. Louis would one day cut 
enough kraut to employ 225 persons. Yet, 
it is doing that very thing today. ° He, 
doubtiess, had no thought that St. Louis 
rahe would one day Qecome a favorite 
food with other persons than Germans. 
Yet the kraut St. Louis fs making now is 
relished by thousands of American families 
wa) never had a drop. of Teutonic blood in 
their veins. 

The 100,006 half barrels of kraut produced 
by St. Lauis in 1901 was the greatest output 
‘{n her history. It established her the great 
kraut center of the United States without 
a rival-in sight. This year the. manufac- 
turers say the output Will leap to 120,000 or 
153,000 half barrels, and it would net sur- 
prise them if, in another year or so, the 
Fatherland ‘himself should be knocking at 
St. Louis’ door, desiring to buy kraut.

The similarity in 
it all is so pronounced that the St. Louis 
manufacturers are even willing to make the 
somewhat réemagkable statement, for these 
days @f contpetition, that the kraut of one 
factory is as good as that of another. 

Fred Bieger, the pioneer Kraut factopy 
man of St. Louis, tells the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch something of the industry. 

By FRED BIESER. 
HE sauerkraut industry of St. Louls 
#4 is making good progress every year. 
The consumption in the territory 
which St. Louls supplies is steadily in- 
creasing, and the prejudice which has 
leng prevailed against it because it was 
regarded as an qrecabtanie German dish, 
is dying out. 

Nearly evetybody eats kraut sometimes, 
and many persons want it on their table 
every meal. The public is learning that 
it is a healthy food, and that it is a great 
deal better for the stomach than some ex- 
clusively American dishes. . 

Comparatively little of the kraut made in 
St. Louts is consumed here. Ih fact, citles 
are never large kraut consumers. The 
principal trade comes from the country. 
This ts a great change from the condition 
that used to prevall when farmers made 
t ewn Kraut, 

the kraut business was confined to 
cit town consumption, and there was 
little of the town, trade for the city manu- 
facturer, as the farmer supplied it. 

Rut farmers have learned that they can 
buy a barrel of Kraut nearly as cheap as 
they could make it, with their lack of suf- 
ficient apparatus, and that the ready-made 
product is better than their own manu- 
facture. 

Hence, ‘they sell their cabbages for good 
prices and buy their kraut. 

St. Louis supplies the entire South, 
Southwest and most of the West. It has not 

ade any shipments to our new posses- 
Our fellow-citigens in Cuba and the 
es don’t know what kraut is, but 
will not be long in ignorance, as 


soldiers jn all those islands. The army is 
supplied by Chicago manufacturers.  8t. 
Louls concerns probably could get these 
eontracts if they cared for them, but the 
government makes conditions that we pre- 
fer not to accept. It requires that the 
kraut be packed in a particular kind of 
package. When we make kraut, we pack 
it immediately. That is the way to make

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sold, and from which it is easy to put it. 


in any kind of a receptacle. 

There is little, if any, variety in kraut. 
Every manufacturer uses sound cabbages, 
and all sound ones are pretty much alike. 
Every manufacturer uses the same kind of 
machine, and operates it in the same man- 
ner, and the same process in manufactyre 
is followed in all factories. It follows, 
therefore, that there is little difference in 
the products. 

The kraut machine, which can cut up a 
car load of cabbage every two hours, is 
composed of many discs, each containing 
several knives. These are placed under a 
hopper, one above another, and the cabbage 
is thrown into them. When it leaves the 
machine, it is chopped up fine. The knives 
wear nearly out in a season, and new ones 
should be procured for the next work. Some 
manufacturers, however, do not get now 
ones under such a condition and their kraut 
is not cut as well as that which passes 
under new knives. 

From the machine, the cut cabbage ts put 
into barrels, half-barrels and kegs and 
salted. About a pound of salt is used to the 
half barrel. Then it is set in a warm place 
to ferment. The period of fermentation de- 
pends upon the temperature. In extremely 
warm weather it is less than a week. In the 
fall it sometimes runs two weeks. 

We never put vinegar on the cabbage. 

The salt causes all the fermentation de- 
sired and the kraut is sour enough when it 
is finished. The barrels and kegs are then 
headed and the kraut is ready for the mar- 
ket. 
_ The period of kraut making lasts from 
June , when the cabbages begin to reach 
the market, and continues until Dec. 1.° At 
its end, we close up the factory and devote 
our time to supplying orders. The big 
selling period for kraut is in the fall, but 
the demand continues until the following 
seasons opens. 


I employ about 70 persons in my factory 
when it is running full capacity, and I 
Suppose the number who find work in 
other factories in the city is about 140. 

The cabbages for the St. Louis factories

linois gardens chiefly. Last season, how- 
ever, these sources failed on account of 
the drouth, and we imported our supply 
from Ohio, Indlana and New York. We 
secured them nearly as cheaply as they 
can be purchased under ordinary condi- 
tions, for the supply in those states was 
large.

“CALLA LILY'’—Did it ever occur to one 
in a thousand of those who have seen the 
beautiful callas that there is no such thing 
as a “calla lily?" And yet’ the name as 
here given may be found in almost any 
flower catalogue ‘used in eevry-day com- 
merce. The plant does net belong to the 
lily family, but is’ a genus of the order 
Aracea (Arum).

Patrick 
Henry. Yet {tt is certain he never gave ut- 
terance to the words. They are .undowbt- 
edly the product of William Wirt, who was 
Henry's biographer. In the time of 
Thucydides it was the common practice for 
the biographer to write fine speeches and 
attribute them to. the » saaiee of, the bl- 


ography. This is just what Wirt did, and 
the famous Richmond speech (?) is simply 
a myth. There is no recorded speech of 
Henry dating between the years 1763 and 
1789. The Richmond speech fs/supposed to 
have been delivered in 1765. (Bee Kennedy’s 
Life of Wirt). The other famous expres- 
sion was actually -made, but it had been 
used before. This refers to the words of 
Lawrence, “Don't give up the ship. Near- 
ly 40° years before, Capt. Mugford of the 
Franklin, in a conflict with. the British 
ship Hope, off the coast of Massachusetts, 
was moftally wounded, He called ..s first 
licutenant and said: ‘Do not give up the 
vessel.’’ Chapel, in his ‘‘National Portrait 
Gallery,”” says Lawrence’s words were in 
effect ‘‘Don’t give. up the ship,’’»not that 
they actually were exactly as now so often 
quoted. The two cases are very much 
simi'tar in all details. Both captains were 
Americans, both conflicts occurred in prac- 
tically the same place—one off Gioucester 
end the other off Boston; both captains 
died, both were heroes and both used al- 
most the exact dying words. It is not the 
wish to detract from Lawrence. It would 
be better to add to the fame of Musford. 
Lawrence’ will ever live in the popular 
mind. But Mugford, not pne in 10,000 ever 
heard of him. Ard yet he was the first 
captatt: who, upen receiving mortal 
wounds, entreated his-men not to give up.

THE JERUSALEM ARTICHOKB—In 
nearly all parts of this country RTOWS a 
tuberotrs-rooted flowe:, the tubers of witch 
resemble a sweet potato. It is termed the 
Jerusalem Artichoke. It is not an arti- 
choke, nor did it originate in Jerusalem. It 
is, in botany, a tuberous sunflower, as the 
nafhe, Heilanthus Tuberosus. implies. The 
name {is a corruption from the Itallan 
“Girasole,” «meaning turner to the sun, 
which is the habit of all sunflowers. The 
artichoke proper is a species of thistle. In 
the artichoke it is the receptacle on which 
the florets are situated and the fleshy bases 
of the stales that are eaten. In the Jeru- 
salem artichoke it is the mubers which are 
used for food. 

THE “JIMSON” WEED—The wLd species 
of Datura so common in this country 
passes among the masses asfthe “Jimson 
weed.’’ The name dates back to the time 
of Sir Walter Raleigh and John Smita.
